2. By Government Order Yo. G Sad-S-^G. M. UT-Od-,-.?, dat ed 3rd Angijst I9fl7» 
the Aroliitectus'al Draiiglitsman attd tlie two copyists, who had been sent back to the 
Publio W^orks_ Department and the Oriental Lihrary, respectively, were rett'nnsferrod 
to the Archaeological Departmeot. 

3. According to Government Order No, Q. 40H-3 “ G. M. 43-07-12, dated 1 3th 

January 1003, the Oraaghtsmaii and Photographer w'as placed on special duty for 
three months under ifr. E. E. S ibrayer for work connected with the 3rd Maharaja 
Kutnari’s Mansion. This period of special duty was siibsetiiicntly extended to aix 
months by Governmetif: Order No. G G. M. 43-07-4u. dated 26tli -May 1900. 

4. fn their Order No. G. 5473-4 - G. M. 67-06-65, dated 25th March iOOS, the 
Government sanctioned for a period of three months an establishment consisting of 
three hands for the preptu-ation of a General Index to the volmues of t!ie EpigrapUia 
Carnatioa. 'I'lie establishment commenced work on the Gth of April 1908. 

•j. Padtnni*a]a Pandit had leave on medical certificate for nearly three months. 
He had also leave witliovit allowances for a month and a lialf, Knslmaraja Pillay, 
Venkaunachar, Anandalvar and Ohokkauna wore also on leave for periods ranging 
from one month to fifteen days. 

6. In September 1907 a tour was made to Bannerghatta, Anekal Taluk, to 
examine the itiscriptions QU the outer walls of the garbktiifn/in or sanctuary of the 
S r1 ChaiupakadhtimasvSToi temple. I'lie walls %vhioh were ns usual covered over 
with a thick coat of chunain hs.d to bo tliovoutrlily cleaned before anything could be 
made out. This portion of the temple is vojy dark ami the letters luustiv iiiHlistiiict. 
(.’onseipioiitly^ the work of copying the inscriptions which had to be done with the 
help of lights involved inncjlj labour and trouble. Altogether there were 8 Tamil 
inscriptions on these wall.Ai, most of them beloTiging to tlio 13th centiiry. T’be noi th 
and south inner walls of the wui/idr/rdru or msiiu entrance to the teinplc are also covered 
with Kannada and Tamil inscriptions, some of which are now copied for the first time. 
The letters in these inscriptions are much worn out owing to the action of the wea¬ 
ther. Besides these inscriptions, ;i|ew' more wore also discovered : three at the base 
of the lofty dknijiistamhka near the Anjaufiya teuiplo and one near the wtdl to the 
north of the S'ri ClmnipakadlisiDasvnnii temple. 

7. I also inspected aeveial of the neigliboiiring villages, viz., Baiiappanhalli, 

Saraptgehulli, Vajsirhalli, Chiiniiattinmftiyanp&lya and Bfttanhalli. At the last, which 
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ts n het-JitritJcJi Filiate about five tnile^ to the west of Ijannerghatta, S neiv insoriptions 
iivefe dificoFored. About two uiiles to the siouth of CLiiniiatimmaiyaiijtailya i$ a hillock 
locally kuowii us Upparbaude on which an iiisoriptioii is engraved. This is printed 
as *Xo. of Auekal Taluk fTOiii a copy supplied by the villagers. As such copies are 
not to be entirely depended on, 1 copied the inscription in situ. I also discovered a 
new inscription on a big.lock neiir Sarapigehalli which, though tPoderu, is illegible 
owing to the rock being broken in several places. 

8, Altogether the number of inacriptiona newly discoveml at Itannerghatta and 
the surrounding villages is 25, I :i of which are in Tamil and 12 in Kanuadsu The 
inscriptions of Banncrghatta already printed w ere also carefully compai cd with tbu 
originals and luany corrections made. 

St. As desired by Government in their No. G. 305^^0 M. 150.07-S, dated 13th 
November 1907, I left Hatigalorc for Halebid on tlie Ifith of November to meet the 
Director-General of Archeology and party who w'cre expected at llalebid on the 
10th. Owing to a change in the programme the party arrived there on the 21st instead 
of on the 19th; and the Director-Genei’al of Archieoiogy could not come as, I 
was trold, be had to accompany the Viceroy to El I to r a.. The party consisted of 
Dr. Konow, Goveniraciit Epigi-aphiat for India j Mr. Ifea, Archaeological Siiperintend- 
©iit, Madras; Professor .MacDonell and Mr, Forliea. They visited the ffoyaalesvara 
temple on ^he 22nd. I showed them round and eKplaiiied to them the inscriptions 
and sculptures of the temple. In the afternoon they ^dsited the daiua temples and 
the Kedaresvara temple wliicli ia being restored. They were cliannod with the ex¬ 
cellent workmanship displayed iii the temples and said that H, H. the Maharaja must 
be proud of possessing siicli eifpiisitc specimens of architecture in the f^tate. They 
were then taken to the Lakkantia-Vlnmna temple to the south of Balebid, where an 
inscription dated in 952 A. D., the oldest epigraph of the place, was read out to 
them aud translated. On their way back they were .shown the sites of several ruined 
temples and particularly one, situated to the south of the P&rivandtha temple, where 
a -laiim image about 20 feet high is lyiug, broken into three pieces. An inscription 
on the pedestal of the image, wdiicU gave the information that the image belonged to 
a temple built by Puntsa, a famous general imder Vislinuvardhana, was read out and 
expifliiied. While returning to the Travellers’ Bungalow Dr. Koiiow said that the 
w’ork of excavation should be taken in liaiirl at once. On the 23rd morning the 
party paid another visit to the Hoysalesvaiw temple. At about 11 a. M. on the 
same day Dr. Konow and Mr. Rea left the place for Banavar. As his stay iq Banga¬ 
lore was to he only for a few hours, Dr. Konow did not want me to accompany him, 
but requested me to help Professor fttacDonell and Mr, Forbes who stayed behind. 
These two gentlemen stayed at fhdebid on the 23rd and left for Bclur with the' 
Ainihbr oil the 24t-h. Beturning from Bellir on the 25th, they proceeded direct to 
Bauavar. 1 left Balebid on the 2Gth. 

lU. During my stay at Balebid all the time that could be spared was employed 
in closely examining the place aud visiting a few villages to the south and west of 
Halehid. Besides the more important temples of the place, several minor ones such 
as the Kuuibhal^ivara, GuddalMvara, Vlrabhadra, Hangantitha, Anjaneya, BhfitM- 
vai A, Rudrfivara, and Lakkanna-Vlrattna temples were carefully examined. Fii nil 
14 inscriptions wei>e uewly discovered at Hiilobid itself:— 1 on the north-east pillar of 
the Icatydnamajitapa of the Hoysalesvara temple, 2 on the wall between fbe 
sanctuaries of StriHng^vara and PiiUing^ivam of the sumo temple, 1 on a stone 
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iTi front of^ tile main entrance to the P&riran^tlia toinpla, 1 on the inner 
doortfaj of the Adinatlia temple, 1 on a stone lyiu^ in the south-east corner 
of the coraporntd of the Eedaresvara temple, I on a stone tiuiEt into the east 
compound wall of the same temple, 2 in the Kiidr£svara temple, '2 in front of the 
Lakkanna-Viraima temple, 2 on the aiie of (he ruined temple whe; e the broken im¬ 
age is lying (para 9), and I in Kal^l Chikkaiina fionda'a field in the west. To these 
has to be added a Persian inscription on the bund of the Halebid tank which, ns no 
scholar iu Bangalore was able to decipher it, was sent to the Government fipigru- 
phisf. for India for decipherment through Mr. D. ft. Rhsndarkar, ai.a. 

11. The places that were visited in the neighbourhood of Halebid were Do^ija 
BennegmJ^, BiStihalli, Girisiddapuni, HuHkere, Bhairavangaddjn, i'nshpagin, Put- 
tammankatte, Katteso man Laid and Narasipura. At the entrance to Hnlikeve, iJ in¬ 
scriptions were discovered. There were 6 new inscriptions at Kattesomanhalii: 4 near 
the mined Somanatfia temple, 1 in the main street of the villngp anil ! in the tank 
lied near the Anjanfijn temple. A few of the stones which were Iniried in the ground 
liad to be excavated. There were 4 inscriptions on tlie pillnrs of a ntan(apa to the 
north of Pnshpagiri and 4 more in the iMallikarjuna temple at Pnshpngiri itself. 
An importtint find was an inscripfign on a stone lying in a jungle st a distance of 
two miles to the west of Pushpagiri near a pond which is known as Piittammaiikatte. 
On the east wall and the beams of the S n Namaimha temple at Xarasipiim to the 
west of Halebid were discovered 7 new inscriptions of which 4 are in Tiiftiil. 

12. The number of inscriptions newly discovered at Halebid and the places 
named above (para 1 1), comes to 41, of which 4 are in Tamil, 1 in Sanskrit, 1 in 
Persian and the rest in Kannmla. Here also, as at Bannerghatta, the printed inscrip¬ 
tions were carefully checked by a comparison with the originals. Two stones, onr 
bearing the oldest inscription at Halebid and the other lying in the compound of the 
Kedaresvara temple, were directed to be removed to one of the Jain temples, as it 
was feai'od they would be injured if left where ihey were. 

13. On my way back to Banavar, 1 stopped for some time at JAvagal and com- 
^ pared the printed inscriptions with the originals there. A new inscription was also 

discovered in the S'ri Narasimbasvilmi (etuple. 

14. On information received from the Amildar of thn French Hocks Sub- Taluk 
that there were some new inscriptions at Totitiur, I left for the place on the 22iid of 
April 1905. The Peshkar of the temples at Tonuur showed me a few inscriptions 
in one of the temples, but a careful examination of all the temples of the place re¬ 
vealed inuny more which were covered over as usual with several coats of chunam. 
After the walls were tboroughlv cleaned the copying work %vas begun, fn the Sri 
LakshinlnArayaciasviitni temple the number of new itiscriptions copied was 12, of 
wliioli S are engraved on the east wall of the second prdiyira to the right and left of 
the inner entrance, 1 on a pillar of the Lakshmt-d^vi temple in the sontli, I on the 
basement of the vdkwta-maiUapa, I on the south outer wall of tlin unrUmgrUitr, and 
the last on a stone lying in front of the temple. Only Uist portion of the last men¬ 
tioned insoription which is engraved on the back of the stone is printed as No. 1 ;j 2 
of Seringapatam Taluk, and the front portion which gives the name of the king ai d 
the date of thu record is now copied for the first time. It is verv much to be re¬ 
gretted that the pillars of the pdMtijflkt7iyi, which is a later addition to the temple 
conceal portions of all the iuscriprions on the east wall. The number of newlv dis¬ 
covered iusoriptioiis in the SVi fCrishua tem]Je is also 12, of which one is engraved 
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at the top of tbo colosaal doorway mitside the temple. This inscription is at a height of 
shout :J0 feet from the groiiud and a special ladder had to lie got for reaching it. 
Of tlie other inscriptions, 2 are on the iiortli and 2 on the sonth outer wall of the 
i/arhhayriJiii.t 3 on the east wall of the second prdkdrti to the north of the inner en- 
tiance, 1 on tfje north wall of tho second/^irdidiw, 1 ou tlie north inner wall of the main 
enttaiice, and 2 on tlie walls to tlie right and left of the main entrance. Here also a 
later structure nnfoi'tmiately conceals the beginning of the 3 inscriptions on the east 
wall, fn the Sri ^larasimha temple ‘i inscriptions engraved on the east wal] to 
the south of the entrance were newly rfiscovered. The new inscriptions copied in 
tlio ri K-vtiasr^vara temple are 7 in uninber, of which 3 are inscribed on the pillars 

of the 1 on tlie bull in front of the and 2 on the north and 1 

on the south outer wall of the temple. 


lo. I’he Mnsalmen tomb close by was visited and a l^eraian inscription written 
on pafier and hiinu on the wall was examined. A few neighbouring villages were 
also inspected, iiji., iJevanlyapattaim, IngaJaguppe and TiriimalasAgarachRtra. At 
each of the first tao villages a new inscription was discovered. There is an inscrip¬ 
tion on a atone aet iip at the entrance to the S'anihhu temple to the west of Tirnma- 
Ja^garachatra, ihc front portion of which is printed as Seringapnrain 34. The hack 
of the stone which contains another inscription is now copied for the first Hme.

Altogether the number of new inscriptions copied nt Tomiiir and its 
iieighlmi hoocl IS 35, of which 21 are hi Tamil and the rest in Kannada. The print* 
ed nisciiptjons were all compared with the originals when several of them ivei« 
found to he incorreet and incomplete, even the dates being wrouglv copied in a few 
cases. Almost all the mscriptions in the KaiJAseavara temple are in Tamil and those 
uf them that are alr^dy printod must have l>ee,i copied by men who knew nothing of

19. A good number of new copper plate inscriptions wasaUo procured during 
the year. They are 17 in number, the rulers represented by them being the Sin- 
taras, the Vijayanagar, Umtnattur and Mysore kings, and the Mughals. In point 
of time they range from about the 7th to t!ie close cf the iStli cent-uy The places 
from which they were receivctl and other details about them ui'e given below,_

20. The total number of new inscriptions copied during the year was 2H>, of 
which 40 are in Tamil, 12 in Sanskrit-j 2 in ’f'eliign, 1 in Persian and the rest in 
Eannada. Complete and accurate copies wore also made of a good number of in¬ 
scriptions printed in the Bangalon', Hassan and Mysore volumes. 

21, When I was at Tirupati in February last in connection with the npann^-t^ 
nemt ceremony of my nephe w, I happened to meet Mr. L, Anaiitasami Kao, a. a., 
Hnzftrai Secretary, who had come there oti duty. On an enquiry ns to the valuable 
articles presented to the temple l>y the Maharajaa of Mysore, a gold-plated umbrella, 
two silver vessels and a silver-plated elepliant mihniiti were showm among other 
things as the gifts of the Mysore Boyal Family. These foui* articles bear inscriptions 
which go to show that they were presents from Krishna-Raja (Meyar 1 (] 713-1731) 
and Chama-Raja Udeyar Vll (1731-1734), The inscription on the odhainf w dated 
iu 1726 A. D. 

32, In connection with the revised edition of the Sravana Belgola volume, 
about 100 pages of the Kannada texts were revised with the help of the impressions 
availaldo in the Office. A new impression of wliafc is knowm as the Hhadrrib&hu in¬ 
scription at Sravana Belgola has enabled me to make some important corrections in 
the printed copy. 

23. About 40 books in Sanskrit, Tamil and Kannada, received from the 
General Scci'etary, the luspec’tor-General of Kiluoation and the A.ssistant [’risate 
Secretary to His Highness the Maharaja, were reviewed and opinion sent,

24, Oil an enquii'y fi'om the l)evvan wliethoi* tliero were any records con firin' 
in^ or beariug on Haniicci’s asaortious aboiiU pertain practices of the Mj’soreana, 
especially tlie pi actice of cutliiigoff the noses of their opponents, a uiimber of extracts 
beatiag ou the subject taken from several Kannada historical works was . sent with 
translations. 

25, TIih printing of the revised edition of tlie JCarnataka S abdtinnsAsiana has lunde 
vei’y little progress owing to the delay in the Press. Only -W) pages of the second 

were printed during the year. 

•2(j. Mr. Rice has completed the final volume and is making urranguments to 
have it printed in England. The Index which is being prepared by the newly sanc- 
tionetl establishment in this Ottice will, when completed, be published here im a 
separate volume. 

*27. The J^hotoginplier uml Orauglitsninn took photographs of a number of 
copper plates and printed the titles of scvei'al mannscript books which are to be *ent 
to the Oriental LIbmrj} Mysore. He prepared .and printed the ccruficates for the 
Diisara Industrial and Agiacultnral Exhibition of 1907 He also prepared the design 
of the Officers' Calendar for lOOfi. He left tlie Office on the l7tli of January 190*^ 
on special duty in connection with the 3ril Maharaja Kuman's Mansion, 

The Architectural Draughtstuati joined the Office on the Stli of August 1907 
on his rC'tranjfer from the l*ublto Works Dii-parttnont. He completed four plates 
illustrating the lemplcs at llalcbid, Maddagiri and Kaidala. He alsn did utlier 
work in connection with certain maps and inscriptions. 

2b. With regard to the conservation of ancient buildings and monuments of 
archa-clogical interest, the restoi-aiicn of the fCfidariwvai'a temple at Halebid is mak¬ 
ing good progress under ths directiem of the Ibiblic Works L)e pa it merit:. The re¬ 
novation of Tippu SnUau's I'alace in the B'ort of Bangalore is also going on under 
the same direction.

29. Most of tlie new inscriptions copied during the year under report can be 
assigned to specific dynasties such as the Sintaras, rhnhikyjis, Gangas, Hoysalas, 
Vijayariagar, Uminattur, Santebeumir, Chitaldrug, Mysore and Mughals- Many of 
them supply n.? with items of important ioformatloii, especially in connection with ’ 
some of the Hoysala and Vijayanagar kings. The Santara plates ami the plates 
of Imtnadi Narasinga deserve special tnentioii among the archisological discoveries 
of the year. iUey are probably tlie very fij'st specimens of their kind yet discover¬ 
ed In the Mysore State.

The plates are strung on a ring which is about 2^-" in 
diarneter and |ti thick, ami hag its ends secui'ed in the base of a round seal about 
in diameter. The seal bears in rolief a standing Hon which faces to the proper 
right. The plates were found by one Patel Bivappa while ploughing his field 
situated to the west of the Anjtmftya temple at Machenhalli, Tankere Taluk, and 
given to the Geneml and Revenue Secretary during the last session of the 
Pasain Rep rosentetive Assembly in Mysore.

recipient of the grant was, U is further stated that before the grant was made the 
four classes (cAdtnrrorjffa)—accountants, ? potters, barbers and ? boatmen - and others, 
who were tlm residents of the villages ManavAlgol^ Mangiyarnidhipnram, Manali- 
nereutflr and Paijeppar, situated on both sides of Muduvakka, were informed of it. 
After this comes the Kaumida passage which niay he rendered thus. — ilay the Three 
hundred of the houae-childreu of the Ciiantas protect (this). May the family of the 
young prince prosper, 

:J2. From the above it will be seen that the record is not dated. The nsiml 
name of the family, ‘ SAntara,’ is hero given as ‘ Ch^ntti.’ Ai» far as I can remember 
the only other inscription in which the latter form is used is Shikarpur 283, of about 
830 A. D. Nagar 35, of 10/7, says that one Jinadatta of this family left MadhurA, 
the northern capital, came to the south and settled in Pombuclicha or H umcha In 
the Nagar Taluk, making that place his capital, Mr. Rice thiiihs (A>i. (Jur, VUI. 8) 
that lie may be safely assigned to the fith century. In the present inscription no 
mention is made of Poinbuebcha, but of Madhuri only. It imiy theiefoix' 1m pre¬ 
sumed that tlie record Is anterior to Jinadatta, and this presumption is strengthened 
by the fact that the later records of the S^utaras which oltcn make them lords not 
only of Pombtichcha but also of JfodhuiA, never make them lords of MadhurA only 
But the name Jnynsangraha does not occur in any of the published Santai'a inscrip¬ 
tions, probably because the comjiosers of the later records had no definite informa¬ 
tion about the predecessors of Jinadatta as is evidenced by the confused and 
conflicting accounts contained in Nagar 35 and 48. The title YinavAditya- 
Prithivivallabba-Chanta-Rkja gives ns, however, a clue to Jayasangi aim’s time and 
position. From it it may reasonably be inferred that he wag a con tern porarv of the 
Western ChAtiikya King VinayAditya and that he recognised him as Ills overlord. 
This inference is strongly supported hy the fact that similar titles were borne by the 
later Sfintnras under like circumstances. I therefore think that these plates may be 
assigned to the last quarter of the /th 'century. The piilmogvaphy of the record also 
tends to confirm this view*. 

Trie Ohalpkttas. 

33. There is only one inscription of tliis dynasty. It is cngnived on a stone in 
a field to the south of Kukkarhalli near Mysore, It records the gnint of the villagf* 
Manalevfldi by a GhAhikya chief named Narasingayya to the Nitvnsjiiigc.^vfti'a temple

of the Chilliikya family. He is perhaps identical with the Narasinga 

of the Ufiiilukya family mentioned in ilywi’e 35 with his wife Ghvilabbarasi. The 
Kannada poet Pampa, uho wrote tho VU'mmitjmta-vijfUja in fHl A. under the 
patronage of a Ch4!nkya pHoce named Arikesari, luentions two N'arasimhas m the 
geneology of his [Matron. The second r^arnsimha, also called iVarasiuga, who was the 
father of Arikfeari, is described as a great warrior and as having excelled • Arjnna in 
prowess 1. 36). hurt her, Utidfft-Mtiheit'aira is given as one of 

the titles i)f Arik^siirit These facts seem to lend sozno suppo]*! to the identificatioD of 
this ^arasiinlia with the Narasingayya of the present iuscj'iptiom T venture to 
think that the Narasinga of Mysore 35, the Narasiiigayja of the present inscription 
and tlie second Narasimlia of Painpa’s gonoology may refer to one and the same 
person, A difficnlty in the way of this identification is the fact thst the wife of the 
first wajs Ufivilabbarasi while that of the last was Jfitavve. But this may he 
explained by supposing that the king had two wives. 1 therefore think that the 
date of the Mysore epigraph is about 900 A, D,

36. An inaci ipfcion engraved on a stone under a tree to the east of Rfimpura, 
Channapatna lalnk, which is dated I0h4 A. D., may be of the Qaiiga dynasty though 
no king k mentioned in it. It was in this year that the Cholas captured Tidkad and 
overthrmv the Ganga sovereignty, Tho inscription states that the lank at Ibtmpura 
and its sluice wore Imilt in 1004 A. D. by Biivl-Salbayya’s son iblclm-g^tvufjda. The 
week-day is given Tute-diva^a.

36. There ai i* nearly 40 inscriptions of the Hoyeala period beginning in the 
reign of Vislmnvardlmna and ending in the reign of iillilla U1. Tliey cover a period 
of nearly 200 yeans fi om J1J2 to 1320 A. D. Some 40 more inscriptions belong to 
the same period tliough they do not give the name of the reigning king. The 

iuscj-iplions will be considered in chronological order according to the reigns to which 
they belong.

37. - There am 5 inscriptions uf this reign. The earliest of them, dated in

be adde.1 about the other inscriptions here. Two Tamil inscriptions, of 11 68 record 
grants during the reign of Vishnuvardliana’s son Narasiinha L Another in Kannada 
of 1433, mfornis us that the temple and the village having gone to rnina, one Ajagi- 
setti restored them at the instance of Chikka Termua4©-Lleva-Odoyar, soiiof Terumale- 
dSva-dHm.ayaka. the minister of Deva-Raya II Vijayanagar. In ibis epigi^ph the 
god IS named Ankanfitha. The reconU thus prove tlie antiquity of this temple.

39. Of the reraaiding^ three inscriptions of tine reign, two are at Bsstjhalli. auU 
one at Ka^tesOmanhaip, near Hafebid. One of the former tells us that the rtiined 
Jaina temple, situated to the south of the HArs'vanfttha temple, was built by 
Pu^isH, who, according to ChamarSJnugar .'3, of 1117, was a famous general of 
Vish^nvardhana. The one at K<i|^soinanIiaUi is a ciraJrdl whicli records the death 
lit the f capture of He^t^ude of nti^ya-nAyaka, a servant of Aiikeya-nilyaka, who was 
the bearer of the hunting-boiv of Tribhuv’anftinanH, captnrer of Talahnd, Bhnjebaja- 
Hdsaja-DSTa. Tbe other inscription at Bastilialli, which is engraved on tlie doorway 

of the (jai'bhayriha of the Adioatha temple, opens with a verse in praise of Malli- 
dina; and the third verse describes G-anguraja the glorious abode of Jiiiti-dlturu>a 
and as the chief agent iu increasing the ivealtli of Vish^uvardhana by the three con- 
stilitients of regal power The record goes on to say that one tleggade 

Uallimayya, a lay disciple of B'ubhachaoJm-siddhanta-dSva, set up the god Malli- 
natha in the Dinakani^JinAlaya of the B'i'i>Miilasaiigha, D^siga-ga^, Piistaka-gacliclilia 
and Ko^jJakuiidanvaya, and granted aoine lands at Kovdale, nfias Drahagbaratta-

chatnrv^dbmangala, in Asandi-nAd; and that the senior dajidohdgdca. Echikayja 
also mads a grant. The cyclic year Kfllayukti given in the record must be f^'aka 
1061, corresponding to 1138 A. D. From Belnr 124 we learn that Gangaraja died 
ill 1138 and that his son Boppa erected to his memory the Pars vanStha temple, 
otherwise called Di'dbaghara^-Jinalaya from one of the titles of Gaugaraja, at 
Halebid. _ We also learn from EiVavan Belgoja 144 and Channarilyajmtna 248 that 

the Echikayya of the present inscription was Gangai'ilja's elder brother’s son who 
built some Jaina temples at S'ravan Belgoja. It is not clear wliy the temple in 

which this inscription is engraved is called Adinatha temple though the record plainly 
says that it was dedicated to MallinStha. 

40. A few of the Tamil inscriptions in the tS‘ri-Lak.s1iininaraya9a3VHmi temple 
at Tonnnr may also belong to the reign of Visli^urardhana, One of them records a 
grant to a mtitka of Ramanuja. Another mentions one Tiriivarangii-dasar who, in 
an inscription of Xarasimha 1 at the Krishna temple, cjilJs hiinself n servant of 
Ilaijalyan. llaiynjyan was the nanae of RamaiuijacliArya before he became a sajiiigiUu 
These references to RAmlniijachar^'a are important as tliej' con firm the traditional 
accounts of his visit to Tonnnr. The,latter state that Tonmir was the capital of the 
Hoysalas and that it was here that RAmAnnjacharya met Vishmivardhaiia and con¬ 
verted him. Mysore 16, of 1128, clearly saj's that Vishniivurdhana ivas ruling the 
earth in Vadavapnra, t. Tonnur, YAdavapura has wrongly licen identified with 
Melkote which is YTidavagiri, Tonnnr is a corruption of the full form 'I'on^auftr- 
In the inscriptions it is called YAdaTa-nAriyanu-chjitm-vrdi-iuangalam. The folloiv- 
ing quotations from irieriDgnpatam 64, of 1722, bear out iny view'. They also tell us 
that RAmAnujAchArja lived at Tonnnr for some time.

As B-e half! seen alieve (para oS) a portion of tlie S’ri-Lak&bmmArAjanasvHmi 
temple at Tonnnr was Iniilt in ahaiit 1120 bj order of Vishnurardhuua. Another 
iiiscHptioii tells ns that even eo late ns U&9 two famous generals were stationed at 
Yadavagirl (ifelhote) to guard the fort, thus showing that this part of the kingdom 
B'as looked upon as an important outpost even in the time of Hidhiln, 11. It may 
therefore be concluded tlia! Tomiur was the royal residence for some years at least. 
iJut the iraditioiial date of RamKUu]aoln\rya‘g Tisit to Tonmir, namely, the year 
BahudMnya, corresponding to low!) A. D., does not fall within the reign of Vislimr 
vardliana. Either there must be some mistake about the date or we nrost suppose 
that Visluuivartlhaiia had also taken up his residence at Tonnur when his bratlier 
Ballala I w'ns on the throne. 

Sara$imhn L 

41. Sai’asiinha's inscriptions which range from 1 H2 to 1189 A. D. are found 

at Tonnur, Halebid and ICrisliuipura (para 37). The Krialina temple at Tonnur 
was built during his reign in 1'58. The Kai lasts'vara temple was also built 
in the reign; but a few years earlier thun the KrisJma temple, since the 

latter is always mentioned in the iuscriptidiis of the place as the ‘ middle temple' by 
reason prol>ably of its occufiying an intermediate position between the Lakahmintni'l- 
yanasvami and the Kailascs'vara temples. 'I'wo inscriptions in the Krishna temple, 
dated 1182, record gitinte to the temple by the great minister Heggod^ Damanna 
and by Tirimirafiga-dasar, a? servant {hhepydit/tht) of Ijaiyalyao (RAmiiniijachilrja) 
The latter appears to have been an important personage as his name occurs in 
other inscriptions also in connection with grants made to tho temples by ofRcers 
under llalhila IL The two inscriptions at KrishnAjuira which were aheady referred 
to in para 37 roconl grants to the AfikukArt-sVai'a temple by Aoka-gwmunda and his 
son Sokka-gAmundn. An inseiiptioii at Bastihalli near llntobid, which is dated in 
1142, records the grant of certain dues by the betel-leaf sellers of Ddrasarnudra and 
other placer, to the Vijaya-f'iirs’vnd^va temple of the STi'Mfilaaangha, Dcsiya-gana 
and Pustftka-gachchha. The mscriptiori is interesting as it gives the names of a 
ijumlwr of places which it says were included in Banavaso T2,0()0, These are Oiriya 
Kerevhrii, Kiriya KereyArn, HAvari, Kcgenelo, UnagundArii and JambAru. And 
among the places said to be included in Ifoysala naiJ^i it names Madeyanfirn, [Io|alu, 
Kikk^ri and Btichihalli. Another inscription at Halebid, of Jlbd, which is a 
states that when Piindiya-balegara Bam bana's son-in-law Bambamana-Davana-daniJana- 
yuka marched against liulebid, Yadava-nayaka, by ordoi' of Narastmha, fought and fell. 

BaUAfn II. 

42. There are many iriscriptions of this reign copied at Tonnur and Hnlebid, 
t)f those at Tonnur, one records a gnuit in 1175 by the malnUpriufJuiuti H^iri^ihikikiiri 
ihtiidtitladhiitkllfttffd'o mohn-paadyia Hiriya-Heggade MAchayya, in company with 
Heggiuje KBiyaimit and Heggade KAmiinna; another, a grant, in 1177 by the same 
MAchayya along with Heggade K^aiyappa (who is here given the titles tuahti-pra- 
dluliitt-t KtnbiitUiU'dfi and do-^nwitfukn), Heggadc Kummfippa and Oeggade Mahad^v- 
anna; and a third, curiously enough, a grant in 1175, not for any local god but for 
AllAlupernnin] of Kiinjivura, i.«., for the god Varadaraja of Conjeevenini, by S'riliarii- 
pada Kaliyana, who is said to have purchased the Sands granted by him from the 
}tuihd^uTi:Hlhiina itineddhikfiri ttmhil-iKtiSHijUi. Srikarauada>Heggadc Ejeyantm. Many of 
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tliede officers are meotloned in tlie published inscriptions of RHlh'ila TJ. In some of 
the Tamil inscriptions wliich may belong to the same reign tliongh the king is not 
named, Uttaraanambi, Tirunafaiyfir-dSsar who is described ast^the singer of the Tim- 
udi/nwUj G^nmthrittu Iriimapiraii, Kulni^khatu-dilsar and ULiiya*pii'aii Tittan figure 
as the donors. As sevoi'dl of these names were Ijorne by the immediate disciples of 
Ramannjacliarja, it may perhaps he pn'snmed that Home of tiie dntiors were their 
grandsons. In one of the inscriptions a grant, is made for wliitewnshing the mnnUtpa 
of Vira-Vall^Ja, apparently a innntapa. catised to be built by him. TiriirfhjBtoJi is a col¬ 
lection of Tamil hymns oomposesi by Saint Katniaillvar, irho is also known as Parati- 
ku'^ and ^a^bakApe. This work is recited or simg in all Visliou temples. 

43. Another inscription at Tonniir, dated in ! !89, imforma ns that ivbile the 
mnhtt’prndknaa ifirmidhihiri it«}n(idhiprfti mnfid-p/jithtta lifrudmuh/ithti Jyntitiiayja and 
dand>nnt^nhi J’.fdaya were guarding the fort of yadavagiri as its otistodians (rn/'s/nf' 
pdlakar}, their sons Nilayya and Chfiniayya made a grant for the god Nakhar^vara 
of ToQi^iihr. A Tamil Insci-iption on the h^e gateway near the Krishna 
teinple tells ns that it was named Vira-Balljil t's tfd/pur^t or gate^ thus shon'-ing 
that it was a structure of his time. There is a tradition that in consei^uence 
of a dispute which arose between the masons and the other ivorkinen, the latter erected 
this gate without any assistance from the former and were highly rewarded by Vira- 
Ballala for their work j and that acconling lo a stipulation entered into at the time tlie 
mftsons liad to hold an umbrella over Ihe head of the ploughing workmen. A stone 
is pointed out near at hand, on which an umbrella is sculptnrLHl over a plough, as 
commemorating this iDcideiit, It is perliaps wmrtliy of note that there are nu Hoysala 
inscriptions at Tonnur of a later j>eriQd than that of Badalu II, nor are there any of 
the Vijayaiiftgar period though many of them are found at Mclkote, only ten miles 
distant from the place, 

44. An inscription at Kii^esomanhalli near ITalebid, which is a rirnlwf, is an 

excellent specimen of that class both from a literary and an artistic point of view. It 
gives a spirited account of a fierce and sanguinary battle that raged dui'ing the 
capture of the fort namcil Htlniyakfite. The chief to whom the fort bclongciJ was Bhf>- 
gar^ja who defended it with mucii valour. .A.t the coinniand of Ballafa the brathers 
Arab alia and lUadda marched against Blibgaraja and, fighting heroically, destroyed 
the hostile army and fell. Chagavre, wife of Ai’ahaUa and mother of DliHiua, 
caused this to be set up to the memory of her linsbund. The inscription is not 

dated but may be assigned to about 1200 A, D. MolakSlmnru 12 mentions BallUla's 
capture of Haneyaki^te. This fort is on the Brahmagiri where the Asoka edicts were 
found Car 51 19). 

45. The last inscription of Ballalu II that has to be noticed is one near 
Pu^tommaiika^ to the west of Piishpagiri near Halobtd. It is a long in.scription 
dated in 11% A. D., but unfortunately some portions are defaced, and cannot be 
made out. After giving the usual account of the rise and descent of the Moysiilas 
down to BallAJa Ii,afew verses are devoted to the praise of his valour. Then the 
^criptioii goes on to say that while Hoysnlu-Vira-Ballfila-Dgva, the capturer of 
Talakadn Ganguvitili KolambavAiJi Baiiavase llilnimgal Hubgere Hulasiwe Belvala Tar- 
davh^l andTa|dkiidn-na4a, haviug? destroyed the entire Seviina nrmy composed of the 
four arms together with the oily named Viravardhaiia and having given back (piinar- 
datli m/idi) Lokkigun^ij nUan Srlmuiadatti, which had been given to him by,.., ..mane, 
ivas ruling the kingdom as foi' as Kalyttna—a dweller at his lotus feet, Malind^va, of 
the Gautamn-gfitVii, wh<i was pre'eiuiiieiit among Kah«vasis nud well versed ip riharata- 
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s'tUtra, set up the g>hl (TiiutamC^vura; that liis younger sister, MadatacUl^'^, wife of 
Eobba-bliatta, set up tlie god Lakstiminilniyaiju; and that Ha]lA[a If gtanted, in the 
ye ir liAksliasa, on the oucosion of a liiuar eclipse, lands for botfi the gods. Among 
the places s*iJ to nave been captured by Ballhla II, TarihHdii-na^i’ is neiv, Thvb- 
iia^n occurs in aoiite inscriptions Ctir. Ill 18) but not Tanka^it-nado. There 
lire sevei-iil inscriptions in ivbfch Ballaja's defeat of the Si^viins. army is mentioned, 
but tfiis inscviptioo is perhaps the first in ndiich meDtiou is made of the Sevu^ city 
Vira Yard hail Si. It thus confirms the statement of HdiuAdri that Rhillams captured 
84 town of the name of Srivardhaua({,e., ViraYardhana)from a king named Antala or 
Amsala fZfwfery of tfie ZleH'au, p. 288), It is however to be regretted tliiit the portion 
where tbe receiving and giving back of Lokkigun^i are mentioned not quite legible,

46. There is only one inscription of this reign, copied at flalebid. It is dated 
in 1231 A*D, It tells us that when an elephant of Pratapa-clmkravarti Iloysaja- 
Bhiijabalii-V ita-NArasimha-Diva’s palace, named X}i-t;fi.irt-^htu*n({<i (a mill-stone to 
enemies in buttle), which was in rut, was killing people in the streets, the 
Hameya-mAvanta in his efforts to bring tbe animal tuider control was killed bvit. 
The inscription comically enough proceeds to say that Devgudra and tbe other gods, 
admiring liis intrepidity, tvanted to have him its the inahoni of their elephant, the 
Airovata, and with tlmt object urged Aji-cuiri^ffharaffa to amid him to them.

€7, An inscription of this king, which is dated in 1255 A. D., is at Ilnlitere 
near Ilalebid. The stone is mostly defaced. The inscription records a gi iint by the 
king for the god Shniiiufttha, Kulikere ia according* to truflitioo the place wliero Salu, 
the founder of the Hojsala family, lived in Ijia younger days. There is an ornamental 
pond here.

48. Theio are sever. >1 records of this reign. An inscription engiaved on the 
side of the stone at Hiilikere, on which S6m^vara*s grant is inscribed (see previous 

para), records a gmut in 12t>a by.lo-dAvi. queen of ScHui-Svara, Anotliei 

inscription at the same place, dated in 1268, records a grant for the god Agummgj- 
vara. An inscription at Pushpagiri which says tlmt that place was the residence of 
Singeya-dan^^ayaka, son of MayduDa-Rinmnnii, may belong to this reign. In Ai-si- 
kero 1 lit, of 12*8, a Siugeya-dfl^gjayuka is mentioned, A ,\Inyduna-tt&mftiya is 
mentioned in LingAvat literature as a contemporary of Ba,^va, ft is iii»t likely thu*' 
the Singeya-flim,a.yaka of the pi'esent inscription was his son.

49, There is only one record of this reign, dated in 1 1:!95. It is a Tamil in¬ 
scription copied at BanuerghattA. iti'ecords a grant in the 40tli year of the reign of 
the universal emperor Sri-PfAila-vIra-RfliiUAnAtlia-Devar by irajar4]akakhata-nifl,r4yan 
forthegofi Damodarap-penmAl of Vanuiyargattnm (Bamierghattiv). RiljarAjakar- 
ka^a-miiAya appears to have been a local governor under Rimandtha. He is also 
roenliotied in Bangalore 98 ^1298) and 100 tl294), Raja! ftjakarkata-mfirA 3 *a appears 
to have been a family title rather than a name, for in Bangalore 99, of 1262, we have 
another whrj is most probably a different person of the same family, 

Bolldfa 111, 

50, There are several records of this reign, which were copied at Halebid and 

Bannerghiito. One at Puebpagiri near Halebid, of about 1295, records a grant by 
one of the queens of Ballilja III. Another at Halebld, of 1295, is a memorial to a 
Jaina gum who died performing the rites of His name is given as 

VardhainSua-maladlihri-dfiva. His son Adid5va-yogi and the pious people of Ddra- 
samudra caused this imhitihi or monument to be erected. Tlie composer of the 
inscription was the poet Padma. There are a few more stones of this kind In fclie 
jaina temples at Halebld the inscriptions on which have already been printed in 
EjyL V {see Belur 131-134). They have the guru and his disciple sculptured 
•at the top, sometimes on more than one side, with their names written below, and a 
small table known as vydsapitfw, on u'hich the book that is taught is supposed to be 
placed, is represented between thf-m. An Inscription in the HoysalCSvara temple 
at Halebid, dated in 1S09, just a year before the sack of Dvilrasatamlra by the 
Muhammadans, is very interesting as it refers to an onleal by fii e. It says that on 
the flrriftd-pdjfrfyiVtt Aduri D5van^*s son Aduri K(Ivanna's success in an ordeal by fire in 
the shape of grasping a piece of red-hot iron iu the presence of the god Hoysaii^Svara^ 
he gave 36 gadydna to proride for offerings and perpetual lamps for the god. A 
I’ifrtJ'ti? at Katlifisfnnanhalli near Halebid, of about 1300 A.D., tells us that in some 
battle the champion over rdhittt»i the champion over Sithaiiis, a tiger to tings,. 
S6vanna smote the army of ? GfipinStha anti fell. Another uii’nl-ni at the same 
place, of ulx>ut the same date, is unique in that it has merely tlie Sanski'it verse 
beginning with pipoAum ptipa-kitrmdJtam (I am a sinner, etc.,) inscribed on it instead 
of as usual a string of praises of the dead man. Of the Tamil inscriptions of this 
period, three at Bannerghatta. record grants to the temple by the makd-wandfLli}Bctim^ 
Tribhuvanamalla, Piirvftdiraya, alias Tilmattiilvilr, in one of which it is staled that 
the grant was made for victory to the sword and arm of Virn-Valliila-Dcvar. If aa 
is likely Pumvdiraya is a family title (see Ohannapatna 65, of 1278) like RAjaraja- 
karkata-maraya, then one or two of these inscriptions may belong to the previous 
reign. Another inscription records a grant to the temple by the tnaha-pimayitta 
MAchehnnna, along with Ninrar Madanna, Tillappa^ the inhabitants of Periyanaijii in 
MAaaedi-nadu, the superintendent of the nitjn'—'Sembidfivar, the soperinteuJent of 
^’IravallaladAva-iiiidu, Yilla-giniunda and the paUanti^vdvti of Veppfir, Another 
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records a ^raot by tbe TJtnkd-jffMdyatta, Ninitlr Tiruv£ngH4amo(j£iiytir and the aiiperitt- 
tendonts of PouTaaniyap-parru —Allappa and Yanji-gimuinja, In raaDy of tbe grants 
Sanncrghatta is also named Varadarujapat^na. It Is stated to he in 
From one of the records it may perhaps be inferred that the god Dilmbdarap-pepumAl 
was set up in 1257 D. by a Phrviidirilya. 

VlJAlTANAOAn. 

51. There are about 35 records of the Vijayanagar period, beginning in the 
reign of Haribara 11 and ending in the reign of SadMiva-Rtlya, They cover a period 
of nearly 20Q years from about ld60 to about 1560 A- D, Some 23 more records 
belong to the same period though they do not name the reigning king. There are 
also a few inscriptions recording grants by some of the princes of this dynasty who 
were stationed as viceroys in different parts of the kingdom. The records will he 
reviewed in chronological order. 

Kampunya-Odei/ar, 

53. An inscription at Banuergliatta of about 1360, records a grant bo the 
temple by SJ^mappa-Odeyar, minister of [Kampanpa-Odeyar | who was the son of 
[Bukkanpa-Odeyar], Mnlbagal 58, of 1362, records a gran t by the same officer. 

Earikara II. 

53, Three inscriptions in a Taarttapa at the foot of Pushpagiri near Halebid record 
grants for the god Orungal (Warangal) Virabhadra of tbe Nakhare^vara tempJe by 
(1) Vira-Harihara-lIahArilya*s son-in-law Fullakbanda Siddarilja, (3) the werfiVsfrai^n- 
yat^a-gnyda, m&tnrii^rdyara-gayda Kerameya-nayaka’s son Baleya>-nayaka, and (3) the 
son (name defaced) of Sitigid^varasa of Chet^lahalli. All the three may belong to 
the same reign. 

54. Two copper plate inscriptions of Harihara II have been procured, one 
from the Inam Office, and the other from To^jd''i'Pwdi, Gundlupet Taink, The former 
is an impoitant record dated in 1886, Unfortunately the 'inscription is incomplete, 
only one plate being available. In the upper portion of the seal are sun and crescent 
moon with a dagger between, and in tbe lower portion the legend Sri-Firn-ffar/Auiu 
jSVi is engraved in three lines in Kannada characters. The language is Kannada 
with the exception of four introductory verses which are in Sanskrit. Two of these 
vei-ses are in praise of S'ambhn and the Boar Incarnation of Vishnu, The third 
says that Harihara was the son of Bukka, who was the worshipper of the lotus feet 
of Vidyiitirthfis’a. The fourth tells us that Harihai'a being a traveller in the path of 
Jhanna and Brahma (dharma-Hi'akmtidheanyah) converts by bis conduct Kali into 
Kfita-j'Uga. Then the inscription proceeds to say that in the year K shay a, corres¬ 
ponding to the Baka year 1308, tlio inalulrdjitilhlnya rdjapat’nmtsvara vaidika-mdrga- 

(establisber of tbe path of the Vedas) Brt-virarpratapa Harihara-Ma- 
hiirajn, in the presence of Srtmat-‘paramaMma-panordjaht^hh‘ya Brl-Vidyilranya- 
Srlptida, gave a copper sdutina to the three scholars — Narfiyana-vAjapfiya-ytlji, Karahari- 
somayaji and Paipdari-dikshita— -w^ho were the promoters (pravartaka) of the comment¬ 
ary on the four VOdas. Kefercnco is also made to a former grant in 1331 to the same 
three scholars made by the king's son Chlkka-Riija while he was ruling the kingdom of 

A- 

Araga, This grant consisted of lands yielding an annual income of 1*0,40 and 50 varaJias 
respectively. This is all the information contained in this plate. The remaining 
plates may furnish details of the additional grant made by Harihara. Harihara’s 
son Chikka-Eaya is also mentioned in Koppa 31, of 1331, and in Honnali 84, of 1379, 

ns ruling the A raga kingdom* 
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55. As far as 1 caa remember thia is the only inscription in which clear men¬ 
tion is made of the fact that several scholars helped Sfiyana in the composition of the 
■commentai'ies on the Vfidas, The three scholars mentioned above may ho the 
progenitors of the three famiUea which receive special honors even now at the 
■S'rin^eri Matt. S'ringeri 23 records another grant to NSrilyana-vAjap^ya-yaji, one 
of the above three scholars; and S'ringfiri 34j of 1415, recoi'ds a grant to one Vidyi- 
* 'bbatte, son of PaniJfiri-dCwfl who is most probably identical with the Papdari'dfkshita 
mentioned above, VidyAtlrtha whose feet are said to have been worshipped by 
Bukka, father of Harlhara, was both the temporal and spiritual guide of Bnkka 1. 
(See introduction to MUdliava’a Hgiiyamdtdviitaru aad Vedatore 40). He was also 
the gum of Vidyfi-rajjya, who set uj) an image of liis under the name of Vidysfenkara 
at Sringeri. Mulbagal 11, of 1389, and Sringeri 22. of 1392. r ecord grants for the 
worship, etc., of this image. Saya^a and xVfadhava considered VidydtTrtha as aii 
inoamation of x^Iahe^varaas is shown by the introductory verses in most of their w orks 
This idea is expressed in tlie present inseription also by the word Is'a added to 
Vidyatirtha. This record makes it quite clear that Miidliava was a in 1386, 

Koppa 19 and 30 tell us that he was a mnni/mi even iu 1378. Therefore the state- 
ment that ho relinquished the duties of minister and became a sunayriri after 1391 
{J, B. Bf. R. A, 6’. XXII. 370) is untenable. He is said to -iiave died at the ripe age 
of ninety. That he lived more than eighty-five years is evident from the following 
verse of his Desvyapamdlinfittitra ,—

An inscription {J, Z?, Ur. fg. A. S, IV 115) of 1391, tells us that MA.dhava was the 
governor of Hauavaae, that he defeated the Turushkas and wrested Goa from 
them, and that he made-a grant iu the above year to 24 learned Brahmans. This 
record also tells us that on MA,dhava’s death another goveraor named Namhari, a 
favorite disciple of VidyaSaiika.ra (i. e., Vidyitirtha), was sent out to Banavase. It 
may therefore be concluded that M&cihava continued to be minister even aftei' 
becoming a and that he died in 1391, He seems to have made the grant 

when l»e wason his death-bed. Even in 133-t (TirtbahalU 147), 6 years after the date 
of Koppa 1 9 and 30, in which he is mentioned as a Sfifinyditi, he is styled MMhava- 
mautri. Tlie fact that Harasimba-BhArati is mentioned as the guru at Sringeri in 
1392 (see Sringeri 22), may perhaps be taken as evidence of Vidyarapya’s death 
in 1391. 

The name of Madhava’s father is generally given as Mayana. But in bis Surra* 
darsaiVMati^mha .MAdbava calls his father SAyapa; and his brother BAyapa also styles 
himself ‘ BAyaaa-puira ’ at the beginning of the second part of iJhdinwiUu This 
discrepancy is queeriy explained by Burnell, Cowell and others. In Shikjurpur 281, 
of 1868, the name of ^lAdhava’s father is given as Chavupija; and in a copper plate/ 
Inscription at Goa B. Br, 11. A. <8. IX 228), it Is given as Chaundii-bhatta. 
I am therefore inclined to think that tlAyana, which I take to be a corruption of 
ChAviindia, is the real name of M4dliava*s father, and that MAyana is either a family 
name or a surname. I'he name of Mtldhava's mother is given as S'Hmatl in some of 
his works. An inscription of the Aru]A],aperumAl temple at Conjeeveram {Ep. Ind. 
Ill* 116) gives it as SrSmAyl And the copper plate of Goa referred to above names 
her MAchAmbika and tells us that MAdhava granted a village in her name, naming it 
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Mftchalapum. Her real niime may have been Mayi or Mfichi which ims perhaps- 
fianskritised into S'ri-Matl If the aljove explanation is not deemed satisfactory, we 
shall have to suppose that there wasianolUer Madhava-mantd, son of Chilvuiidii and 
MuchAmbikii, who was also known as upaiiiahau-vmrga-praEartaka (JShikarpur 2Sl and 
the Goa plates) . Besides Vidyatirtha, MAdhavu had some other gurus also, iiattiely, 
BhAnitltirtlia to whom a grant Ls recorded in SHngori 1, of 1346; Sarvajiia-Vishnu 
whom some would identify with VidyAtirtba (aes and K^vilAsa- 

Kriya&ikti-Siva-de^ika (ghikarpur 281 and Sorab 375) who may perhaps l>e identical 
with the S rtkarjthanvltha of the Conjeeveram inscription mentioned above, though 
there is room to infer from Mulbagal II that he was VidyAtlrtlia Uimsolf. 

36, The Tond ivadli copper plates which profess to have been issued in the reign 
of Harihai-a appear to be spurious. The professed date of the record is Saka 1009 
which is said to correspond to the cyclic year Vi^vavasu. But ViSvivasuis Saka 1043. 
The inscription mixes up the Vijayamgar and Mysore titles in describing Harihara 
who, it says, was ruling in Seringapatam. It tells ns that Harihara caused amaika 
to be built at Sosale for his guru S’ivaliuga-svarai and granted to him the village of 
SOraanithapura, Then follows a very long list of the disciples of the laatha with 
the names of the places they lived in and tlio tutelaiy deities they worshipped. 
The plates are two io number, of uiicfpial sijfe, and engraved in modern Kannada 
characters. 

iVdrd yanfl diivfi~Odntfai\ 

57. There are two records of this prince, one at Baimergbatta and the other, 
a copy of a copper plate inscription received from Ummattflr, Charaarajaagar 
Taluk. The former, which is dated in 1316, says that ic order that complete sover¬ 
eignty might be to the t)i<t/td-nwi7ide/eVr«rtf, destroyer of hostile kings, champion 
over kings who break their word, S^ri-vlra-Maili-Raya’s son Xdrapadfiva-Odoyar, a 
grant was made to the temple by Sa..,ppa, son of Sdvanna, of the Viiviimicm-goti'fl. 
'ITie latter is very similar to T. Karsipur G t and was issued in the same year, 
vk^ 1397, only two months later. It states that while (with usual titles) Elarihai'a 
was rilling the earth, Narayana-Odeyar, son of the nuihd-mn^^nlAiivara Mallappa- 
Odeyar, for the long life, healtli and wealth of liis father {i, e., uncle) Harihara, in 
the prc'sence of the god Bhujauges'vara, made Ko^iagalapura belonging to Ummattur 
into an mjrakfira, and, naming it KarilyamLpura after himself, granted the same to a 
number of Brahmans, The signature of Niii-iiyana-Odeyar is given as Triyatnbaha.- 
This prince is also mentioned in Kaukanhalli 97, of 1400 A-D. 

BttH'ii 11, 

58. Tlicro is only one recortl of this reign, a copper plate msciiption, dated in 
1404. It Qoiisists of 3 plates and nas found in the l ecords of the General and Rev-' 
eiiue Secretariat. It records the grant by Bukka in Tfirana, which is coupled with 
the Saka year 1326, of the village KonavGrii, alujit lIukkapAyapuva, situated in Tlom- 

bucha-sthala of Maduvanka-UMtlu in Araga-aline, to a certain number of Brahiuaus. 

? Harihara flf. 

59- A set of copper plates received from one Giinc^iya, the archak of the Tri¬ 
yam bakers a va temple at Triyattibakapura, Gunillupet Taluk, rtcords a grant, by a 
Vijayanagur king named Harihara. The pedigree is thus given: Sangama, his son 
Bukka, his son Hanhara, his sou Bukkanu, hia son Harihara. This Harihara is said 
to have restored u grant of certain lands for the god Triyambakadilva in H^nialambi, 
which is oouplod with the Saka year 1432 clearly expressed in words. But Hima- 
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Tamili corresponds to Saka 1400, and we know of no king lilarihaia at this period, 
Again, there floes not seem to be an^ opigraphicKl evidence to shew that fiukka II 
had a son Darned Harihara, though we know that he had a son named Vtra’'Bhfl.pflti- 
-Odnjar, On the othev hand, T)L*va-RiiyaI, brother of Biikka II, had a son Ilai ihara, 
whose inscriptions are dated In aliout 1-420 A- D, (See Chamaraynagar 1-14 and 159 
4 ind Giindliipet 24). TLe plates in fpiestiou may be of this Harihara who, though a 
nephew of Bukka 11, is [jcriiaps mentioned as his son, a piiictioe which is not nn- 
-cominon. With regard to the date i ventm-e to think that 1432 may be a mistake 
of the oogi-arer for Saka 1342 which is very near H6inalambi. This will gi^-e us 
1417 A. n. as the date of the record. Except these discrepancies there docs not 
seem to be anything else in the plates to warrant the supposition that they are a 
fabrication. 

Dtlm^Rdya 11, 

60. There are 3 inscriptions of this king, 2 copied at Biiiinerghatta and 1 at 

KrishMptira, The former, which are dated in 1423, record grants for the god 
DiiUiodarap-perumal by PorumAje-dfiva-dunnayaka, a famous genera! under DCvfi^ 
Baya II. Reis not to be confounded with his namesake of the Hoysala perioil 
(para 4&y, The epigraph at Krishnapura, dated m 143:^, was briefly refen-ed to in 
para o7. From it we Iciirn that PeriimaieHl^va-danpj'Lynka had two sous : Tli iima. 
lanatha-OiJoj^r and tJhikka Feriima]c-dcva-Odeyar, and that the latter was en¬ 
trusted by Dfiva*Raya TI with the rule of the Channapatiia kingdom. The villngo 
Hettahalll having for a long time been in mins and the lands imciiltivated, Chikka 
Perumfile-dfiva-Ods'J'tir gave theni ns a mirm-infiiiya to one Ajagi-setiti with the con¬ 
dition that he should, build a village, naming it TiiumalaTiiltliapura, and spend the 
revenue derived from it for charitable purposes- Accoiflingly, AJagi-setti, spending 
a large sum of Ids own money, caused to be built a town called Tirumakuathapura, 
a tank called Ankasamudru, another tank to the north named Timnmsamudra as a 
charity of Tiniinulaniithh-0<jeyar, and, finding the temple of the god AnkaiiAlha in 
ruins, restored it, making at the same time a grant of certain lands for the god and 
for feeding Brahiuans, He ako bound himself not to touch even a single pie ont of 
the Income of the village for his own use but to spend it nil for charitable purposes in 
order that the b™thcrs—TiriimalanAtha-OijLeyar and Chikka PeriimalE^-deva-OiJcytir— 
wight attain ever-growing prosperity and Sovereignty, jVnother inscription near Chou- 
napntiui, which may bo of the same period, records a grant by DevarAja-O^eyartoone 
Be^ba for having built the stone fort of ? Cbannapatna. This D^vanga-O^eyar may 
Iw identical with tlie Devaraja-O^ejar of NSgainaiigala, mentioned in an inscription 
of DCva-Rnya II at Mh^ahidare (iRndrnjf Re^wt for 1901, p 12), 

Mallii’drjuua* 

61, The only record of this king is a copper plate inscription dated 1417 A-I). 
received from GundEiija, the some that sent the plates of Harihara (para 59). IfT 
gives the usual geneology of the Vijayanagiir kings down to Mallik&rjntin wRo, it 
says, was so named because he was born by the favor of the god Mallikarjuna of 
Srigiri. Thei name of the queen of D£va-RAyn I is given as DemAinhikA iinti not 
HAroAinbika (i^p. Jad. HI ;-17'37), The inscription records the grant by Mjlli- 
kArjuna in Projfihli^a, which Is coupled with tlie^aka year 1369, of the village 
nnmed K4(^isfiru, situated in Kottflnguk-stliBla of AmndavvaU-v^ntlie in the Hosa- 
puttana kingdom of the Hoysala country, to a certan number of Bmbmaus. Tlie 
village was surnamed Pniudliad^vanlyapara after himself. His mctlierk name is 
give]]as Pobba1tl-d£wJ. From one of the verses of this inscription it may perhaps te Re 
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inferred that hb father was recentljr dead at the time of the grant. The verse runa 
as follows:—

The short iiiscviptioiiB on a pilhu* in front of the Tirukkachchi-nftrabi temple at 
Melkoie may also belong to this reigo. They are very similar to the ones discovered 
last year (see last year's fteport, para 31), on the pillars of the irui^tupo, ia front of 
the Laksluui-devi to nple, and end like them with thn word th<ha (place). They are 
13 in number and tlie sculptures below which they art^ engraved represent inoidenta 
in the life of Arjuna. The following may be given as a specimen—

62. The only inscription of thia reign, which is dated in 1409 A. D., was 
copied at Butanhalli near Bonnerghiitta. It seeuiB to record a gi'ant by Sriranga* 
ndtha's son Srirangartija for the god Dam6darap-pemm^. 

TaKSO-cAiXBo Skuoxo VjJAVANAG.in Dvxasty. 

63. The dynasty founded by Narasa is generally called the Second Vijayanagar 
Dynasty. Tliis name was adopted at a time when nothing was known about another 
dynasty that Intervened between the first Vi jay an agar Dynasty and the dynasty 
founded by Numsa. Thia intervening dynasty was founded by aS4liiva chief named 
Narasinga who was minister and general of the drst dynasty. He usurped the throne 
and left the kingdom to hia son named Immadi-Narasinga. A Tiijuva chief nstned 
Narasa, who was minister and general of this intervening dynasty, overthrow it in 
turn and left the kingdom to his descenflants. Tliis intervening dynasty ought 
properly to be called the Second Vijuyanagar Dynasty and that foiiiided by Nai'asa 
the Third Vijaysnagar Dynasty. As a natural consequence, the Rama-Raja Dynasty 
will have to be Styled the Fourth Vijayanagar Dynasty. 

The facts contained in the chronicle of .N^uni?,, the Portugese traveller (A ForgoU 
tea Ftapire, pp 305-315), with regard to the double usurpation mentioned above, 
are mainly correct and most of them are supported by epigrapUioiil evidence, as will 
be shown below, A great deal of conf usion has been caused by the perplexing simila- • 
rity of the names of four successive rulers, all of whom were known as Nai-asimha. 
But many of the inscriptions of these rulers name them in such a way that they can 
be easily diathiguished from one another. Thus the first Narasiraha is as a rule 
called ffarosinga, which is also the form occurring in the works of Portugese and 
Muhammadan writers. He may be called Sfiluva Narasinga 1. His son, wlio 
succeeded him on the throne, is always named Iiuinaiji Narasinga. Be may b© 
designated SSltiva Narasinga II. Narasimlia, the second usurper, is as a rule named 
NaraSH, Narasa-Ndyaka (Nunk always names him so) or Nai-asan^ja-NfiLyaka. He 
may be called simply.Narasa. His eon is mostly known as Vira-Narasimha, and this 
name may be applied to him. The adoption of the above names will avoid all con¬ 
fusion. Now I will proceed to cpve a few facta from inscriptions in support of the double 
usurpation mentioned above and of a few other matters relating to the above four 
rulers- 
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Sdjuva Naraeivf/a L 

64, ihia chief belotigeU to the STijuva (soe tlio next para)« He was the 

real ruler of the Vijayanagar kingdom for nearly 40 years from about 1455 to 1493, ia 
ft hich latter year he appears to Lave died, this being live earliest knoirn date of his son 
S^luva Narasinga II, The last four rulers of the first dynasty wljicli ho supplanted 
ftere kings only in name, the real power being held in his own hands. Thus, so far 
back as 1459 we see him sending away MalUkArjuna to Penugonda (Maodya 12 and 
59), and putting in 1462 his own ministor Tirumalaiyanns'dalapa ou the throue of 
Mallikarjiiua (Bo wring pet 24), lids Tiriinialaiyau^a may bo his own elder brother 
1 iniijia (see the next para) and idoDtical with the Tirumulaidfira-miihariija 

mentioned in Xo. 23 of Vol. II of S-JwtA litdhm Im^inptioiaf, This Timiuaraji, son 
of Ounijanija, makes a gwidt in 1463 {Mtuirn;. AitAuat Uepovt for 1994, JMo. 249) for the 
merit of his younger hrotlier Ha\avd. Naraaiiiga 1. Again, in 1468, during the nomi¬ 
nal rule of Virdpiksha, we find a grant made for Narasinga's merit (MuIbagal 29); and 
in 1479 and 1472, during the same rule, ive find Narasinga and his general \ vai-o-na- 
yaka, father of X a rasa, making grants for the merit of each other (Mulbagal 25S 
and Bowringjiefc 194^. In 1472 he is styled tr}afid-tiia^ale>t‘i'>ir(L {Smith Indian /riss I, 
No. U6). This title appears to have continued till 1484 in which year ho is iiieo- 
fioned as ruling (Magadi 32). Mulbagal 104 mentions Narasinga’s administration 
of the kingdom in 1485, naming at the same time VirfjpA-ksha as the ruler. The 
usurpation of the throue most probably took place iu 1486-37. 

Sdlura Nit}‘a^wffa H or Narogini/ii. 

65. Xai-aainga II succeeded to the throne in 1493, in which year he is 
representeti as ruling (Mudgere 50, 54, 56 ; uiacpiption at Muttiikftru—ilforfni# Annual 
Report, 19D7, p. 84), In the last inscription a subordinate of his, by name Xarasft- 
niVyaningftrii (the second iiHiirper), is mentioned. In 1495 be is given supreme 
titles ; Narasa, son of iSvfirn-nftyaka, is mentioned as his simfidkipnli ; and grants are 
made for his and Narasa’s merit (CbannarA,yapatna 269 and GoHbidnur 78). In 1498 a 
grant is made for his merit by bis house minister Tipparaaayjm (Heggadadevankote 
74). From 1500 wo find him styled only viahn-tn<i»dal&(*vtira except in a copper 
plate grant (to be considered presently) issued in 1504. He must have died in this 
year, because Mulbagal 242 recorfk a giant in 1505 for his spiritual merit. 

A copper plate inscription of this king, dated in J604 A.D., was procured from 
one Yajarafi,n ICrishna-bhatta, a vrittidiolder of Baiikaakatte fi^raAdjvi, Tarikere 
Taluk, who is a lineal descendant of the recifiient of tiie original grant. The inscrip¬ 
tion is very similar to the one contained in the D^vulapalli plates (Epi. Ind. VII. 74-S5) 
of the same king and of the same year, only a few months earlier than that record. 
Stanzas 3, 13, 17 and 19 of those plates are wanting, but there are two additional 
stanzas which do not hoft'over give any fresh information. The description there 
given (p. 74) of the plates applies mostly to these also; but the first plate has a 
crack, about 5 inches long, running breadthwise. The inscription records the grant, 
in Vai§lkha of the cyclic year Raktkkahi, which is coupled with the Snka year 1426, 
by Iminaiji Nirasimha, for the efficacy of the gift called makd-kilskT^ijijM which he 
had made, of the village Bankanaka^ta situated in the Bftg&m district, naming it 
Sft!uva^sri-Na,i-as^mharayAbdM after himself, to ChikkapiLrya of the Haritasa-g5tra, 
Rik-4akhlli and A^valfiyanaHsGtra, son of Lingaparya and grandson of Harinurya. 
Tills record is of great historical importance as it gives an account of the S^luva 
Rnnily to which the donor, Immaijli Nar&singa, belonged. The geneology of the 
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family Is thus given: - In the Moon's race, Gnn^a; hh sons—Gim-Ja-Homraa, 
Mildiraja, Gantnya, Virabfibala, SaiVitri-Maogi and Saluvn-Mangi ; the son of the last, 
Gauta : hifl sonGunfJa, marrieLl Mallambibil; their sonNnsimharaya, ivho had the titles 
Dhai'avarahat Siluva, BarbaravAha, Panchftgha^itiLninida, MOruriyaragaodii, Chau- 
hattaraaUa, Chidftkya-NArtLyiiTja and Mahana-MiirA.ri, married SrlraugamA-mba.; their 
son Iiiiraadi Nilrasiralm. The kst, the donor of this grant, liad the title 
hhiiMtiii-chaki'/icarti. We learn from the Telugn Jaimin^^Iihfir-Uam {Epi. 1ml VII 
70-77), which was dedicated lo Narasa.that SftJ'iva-Mangi’s son Gaute had foin-eons: 
Gu^dii ^mentioned in the inscription), S!ll>iva, Boppa and Tippa ; and that SMnva 
Xarnsinga 1, fioii of Qunda, had an elder brother Tirama, The last was referred to 
in the previous para. From Ohitaldnig 29, of 1430, we learn tliat the above SA.|iiva 
Tippa, to wliom the title Riya-chaiihattainalla is applied, \vasthe hnabandof Harinia, 
the elder sister of D6va-Riya H; and Mahir 4, of about 1435, tells us that he was 
the right arm of D^va-fifliya 11. Midiu* 1, 3 and 4, all of about 1435, mention 
his son GojHirAja and liis grandson Tippa. A Salnva Dfivappa-nAyaka, son of Saiuva 
inimadi-RATa i.c.. Imrnadi Narasiiiga, is mentioned as niliug the Tippfir district in 
1493 (DodbaJlapur 42 and 45) and as making a grant in Oiiannapatua in 1494 
(Kujatgal 2fi),

66. Narasa, son of Tsvara-nAyaha, who was a general under SMuva Narasinga I, 
continued to ho sucli under his son Iimnadi Narasinga also. In 1493 he is mentioned 
as a siiboi'dinate of Immadi Narasinga in an insciiptinn at Mntfcuhilru (Madms 
Anittiid (UpoHt 1007, p, 84), In 1495 we find grants made for his and Imma4^ 
Narasiiiga's merit (Goribidnur 78 and Ohannarayapatna 259). In the latter inscrip* 
tion be is said to be the son of ISvara-niiyakn and the ^^}iAtlkipaH of t inmadi Narasinga. 
In 1496 one inscription styles him Immudi Narasinga’s senadhiiifiii (Maddagiri 33) 
and another, his malid-^nulkdna (Mysore 33), An inscription at Proddn^fim {.l/Wras 
Aittotal deport, 1905, No, 3&G) tells us that in 1498 he was a jKirtner with Inimadi 
Narasinga in the administration of tlte kingdom. In 1499 an inscription mentions 
. bini as the agent of Imma^i Namsinga though at the same time it gives him supreme 
titles (ilalnr 5). Another inscription in Banskrit, of the same date, copied in f'ole’s 
Garden, Mysore, calls him king and is full of his pmise. It may be concluded that in 
this year hu usurped the throne and sent away Immadi Nai-asinga to Benugoiida if he 
had not olmady done so. If further evidence of Nartisa’s usurpation of the throne is 
required it is amply furnished by Dodballapur 1, of 1510, which says that Nnivisapua- 
Nayaka, father of Krishna-RAya, gained possession of the Narapati throne, kingdom 
and land by the might of his arm, and established a firm kingdom. In 1.502 he is 
given supreme titles (Kanjangnd 88). But he was not destined to enjoy regal power 
for long, for we learn from Krishna raj apet i'i that he died in 1593 and that a grant 
wag made for his spiritual merit. Immadi Nanisinga died in the following year and 
an inscription {Mulbagal 342) records grants in 1505 for the spiritual welfare of both. 
l»Ve now gee that the statement of Nnniz that. Narasn ascended the throne after both 
the sons of .Si*duva Narasinga I had l>[?en murdered is not correct, for we know that 
Iminadi Narasinga survived Karasa by one year.

07. Vlra-Nariisimba ascemled the throne in 1504 and reigned, as Nunis says, 
for 6 yeai’s, being succeeded by Krishna-R Ay a in 1509. There are a few msoriptiona 
in which a reference is made to his grants in 1501-02 (Epu /mf. VII. 80 ; Nagar 64); 
but as his father was then alive he could not have made them as the reigning sovoreign. 
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In 1504 an iiiacripiian UH'iiiiotuB liinj as sinii.ily Vlia-prtilapa Narasioga-R^jra 
(Goribitlimr 38) ; bvit \n 1505 be is given supreme titles {Ibid. 77), An iuaci-ipticni 
of bis reign, dated iu 1506, wliicb was copied at Julnballi, a village about 4 
miles to the north-west of Bangalore, is of very great historical value 
as it enables ns to solve the mystery alxjut the “ Busbalrao" of Xiioiz. 
Nuuiz invariably gives Busbalrao, J.e., Bhujabala-RE'Lya as tire name of the elder brother 
of Krishna-Rjiya. The epithet Bhujabala is applied to V!ra-Narasimha in 
several inscriptions. For instance, Cuudlnpet G7, of 1505, and Malvalli y5, of 150G, 
call him Bhiijabala-pratiipa Nai:9sim1m'Alalia raja. But in the JalahaUi inscription 
he is mentionffll as simply Vna-pratapa Bhnjabala-Riiya. Hnnsur 17, of the same 
year, when carefully examined, may disclose the same name, Aludgerc 41, of I31u, 
is very inten'sting as it informs ns tliat Bliajabnla-Raya had led an expedition 
against the Tnln country and that luimadi Bliairasa-Odcyar, who Lad then made a 
vow that if the array of Bbnjabala-Raya should go back he would repair the temple 
of the god Kalasaiiatha, Fulfilled that vow In 1516 in the reign of Bhnjabala-Hfiya's 
successor Krishna-Raya. .Mr. Sowoll’a objection fnd. IX 174) against taking 
the Bhojahalii-Riiya of this record as referring to Vfi'a-Nartisimha, which is chieSy 
bi'LScd on the fact that the date lolli docs not fall within Ins reign, can be easily met 
by the reasonable supposition tliat the yow made formerly was Fnliillod a few years 
later at the time of the record. The inscription at JiUahiiHi is an unfinished record* 
Jt mentions one Tipparasayya ns the agent for Blmjabala-iLiya's affairs. This is 
identical with tlie Tipparasayya mentioned in para 65 above, who is called Tippa- 
rasayya of Siviinasamudi'a in Heggadadevankote 59, of 1499. The last record of 
Vira-Xarasiralia is llalur 6, dated in 1509. 

'f’he above account, based entirely ou epigtapliical evidence, ivill, it is hoped, 
clear in some <legree the mist that is hanging over the period of Vijayanagar history 
between the reigns of Malli&Vjuna and Krishna-H4ya anfl remove the confusion of 
which Mr. Sewell so bitterly complains. {/I Foyffotten pp, 96 and 308.) 

Krishna- Rtiya. 

68, Two sets of copper plates of this king have been procured, one from art;hah 
Gundaiya of Triyambakapura, Gundhipet Taluk, and the other from Air. Al. A, 
Srinivaaachar, Advofaite, Hassan. The first, dated m 1521, records a grant for the 
god Triyambake^vara of Triyambukapnra; and the second, dated in 1516, is the' 
original of the inscription printed from ii hand-copy as .No. 116 of Alaiidya Taluk, 
In tJie latter plates it is stated of Govimia-lhlja, the recipient of tlie grant, that he 
was the guru of kings and the guru of En'shua-Rfiya himself (Midrydya niakl- 
pitndin smcMrtjdif^i viahHnmnt'—jiot found in the printed copy), thus cogfirming the 
statement made in the MakUihra-narapati-vijaya, which was quoted in para 53 of the 
last year s report. They also enable us to correct a mistake in the printed copy 
(vUima.-frusuma'^syajS for eilirha-^hnm)na-»m]'ah) on the strength of which a story 
about GAvinda-Rilja is related {Ep. Gar. III. 24). The epithet, ‘on whom Venkat^^a 
placed a garland,' does not apply to GAvinda-Kfija but to the progenitorof his family* 
AnantachApya. SabhApati was the composer of both the inscriptions. The engraver 
of the earlier grant was Malia^ichitrya, sou of ViranAcharya ; and of the later, YiragA- 
chArya, son of Afallaga. 

In the last year's report {para 44) it was stated that Krishna-Raya’a invasion of 
Mysore, vyhich was allnded to in a Melkote inscription, was not mentioned in any 

other grant. An inscription at AmarAvati (Ep. Ind. VIL 18) tells us that he took

69. There lire only two i-ecords of this reign, one an incomplete inscription 
dated 1535, copied at K^tamflranballi near Bangidore; and tbe other a copper plate 
received from Subbapaudita, Dranghtamati, Revenue Survey Office, Bangalore. The 
latter is an interesting Telugn inscription dated in tba cyclic year A’^ikriti, wbich is 
coupled with the Saba year 1545, probably by mistake of the engraver for 1455. 
The date intended appears to be 1531 A. D- There appears to have arisen a dispute 
between two sects of weavers—DCvflnga and Sale—as to which of them was entitled 
to be styled ooverei's of nudity {mdmpagiVttittt) and producers of five colours (/wit- 

when a Brahman who was appealed to settled the dispute 
in favor of the former sect by quoting authorities from tive Puriinas. " he members 
of the former sect shewed their giatitnde to the Brahman by making him theirparu/tii 
and bv pledging themselves to pay him certain honors and sums of money on occa¬ 
sions of marriage, death, etc. They call themselves descendants of Duvanga-Diisi- 
maiya. The donee was Sangam^vara-'6mayfijnln of the ^nvatsa-gAtra, Apastambn- 
Siitrji, Yajiia-ilAkhil and Bli/irgava-Simdipa family, son of Bolliipinni Lftkshmtkfinta- 
sbmayftjiilu. 

Saddtiiva-RAj{a. 

70. Three of the inseidptiona copied at JS!iiitiergliat.ta belong co this reign, 
though the king is not named tn them, 'rwo of them, whicli are engraved on the 
south base of the lofty dhvaja-ittambhn near the Anjanfiya temple, tell us that the 
pillar was caused to be made by MAdhsvva-paw^^ta’s .wu Blifiskara-panijita by order 
of the 'iiiah&imtjidid^$vunt TmimayadCv.i-mah»-arasu; and the third, which 
is partly on the west base of rlie same pillar, gives the names of the masons who made 
it. Among these are J layaperumAJ's son Tirunmleniitha, Jifti'uva and MAdfiva. 
This Timmayadfivii-mahiWrasu is evidently identical with tho Timmriyyadfiva* 
mahfi-aitisu of Nandysila referred to In para 39 of the last year's report. 
Tho dato of the Bttniiergha^ inscriptions may tlierefore be taken to be 
about 1550, Mandya 88 also records a grant by the same chief. In a 
Telugu work called Kuldpilrituihgo by SDraiinfi, which was dedicated to the Nan- 
dyAla chief Krishnaruja, whose period was about 1580 A. D., the gencology of the 

latter is given thus:—Arvitl Bukkanlja (alx>ut 1470 A. D.);hi9 eldest son Singaraja i

71. A copper plate inscription of the mahd-awudalpjtvara SM-vira-SOmarAja- 
Odeyar, a chief of Umraattur, was copied during the year. It is engraved on one 
plate, which was sent by archak Gnndaiya of Triyarabakapuru, Giradlupet Taluk. 
The inscription records a grant in the eyclic year ChitrabhAmi ^by S ri-vira-'Boma- 
rfya-Odeyar of certain lands to his guru HudrAkslie-Odeyar for Siva-^pujs. Chama- 
rajuagar 185, of l‘tS2, records a grant by the same chief. We may therefore 
conclude that the date of the present insoription is 1463 A, D. Gundlupot 4? 
records a grant to the same Rudrnkshi-Odeyar by SdinarAya-Odeyar's son DfivaVilja- 
Odeytir.

72. An inscription copied at Anaji^ Davangcre Taluk, Teiatea to this family of 

cliiefs. It records a grant in the year iJrimukha to Machapadeva’s at Anaji 

bj Chikka Nugapa-N^Ayaka, son of Koma-XAyftka who was the sou-iu-lair of Vti'a- 
HaTiiimaptt-Nd.yaka of Santhebennfir, for the merit of liis parents. The date of the 
grant may be 1578 A. D.

73. Another inscription copied at Apaji records a grant in the cyclic year 
Vikrama by KAinsgeti-Kastiiri-.Medakeri*Nfl.yaka of cci-tain lands to Eittha-bha^a

of tJchchangidurga, son of YelJain-hhafta of the Apastamba-sfttra and Kaimdinya- 
gotra. H'he date may be 1580 A. D.

74f There are nearly 25 inscriptions of tlie Alysore kings, beginning in the 
reign of ChAma-Baja-OiJeyap VI and ending in the reign of Krishna-BAja'0<Jeyar 
III, covering a period of nearly 250 years from 1C28 to atoiifc IHOO A. D, A few 
more records may be of the same period though they do not mention the reigning 
king. Two of the ioscriptions are of interest as recording grants by Tippu Snitan 
to the Melkote temple. 

Chntmi-R(i.}(t-Ode}ja,r VI. 

75. A copper plate inscription of this king, dated in 1023 A. D., was received 
from Pandit .Auandalvar of my office. It consists of throe plates engraved fin 
Devanigari characters. The language is Kannada with the e:sception of a few 
Sanskrit stanKas at the beginning and the end. The geneology of CbiTna-Kaja is 
thus given : Baja-bhflpula of Jlysore; hia sou Narasa-Riija, uiurried HonnarnambA < 
their sou Cha’ua'Riiija. He is stated to be the lord of the celfibmted throne of Blioja 
in Seri ngaj^ata m. Th e i n a eri ption sta tos that wbi le t h e imhh rdyUt h irdjn Mjft ‘ptiravniit^ 
vara irt-idraprittdp^i Sii-Vira-Rilma-DAva-RAyo was ruling the earth, seated on the 
jewelled throne in Penii/goijdlt’*duigft, otherwise called Ghanagiri, ChAnJit-Raiu.

O^eyar of the Atreya-g6tra, A.4vah\yana-sutra nnd Rik-lakha, granted inDimdubhi, 
which is coupled with the Saka year 15'44 (expired), on the auspicious occasion of 
arfUtvifatiUj certain villages (named) to RAioAjayya-Viriipakshayya-Gdvindnjya of tlic 
KASyapa-gdtra, Asvalayana-sutpa and Rik-lAkbA, sou of Appajhpan<|ita and graud- 
son of Hiriya^a-panditu. The grant was made in the presence of the god S ri- 
EaugiinAthn of Srlraugapat^na, situated between the two bran dies of the Kftvfiri, for 
the merit of his parents. A stanza at the close of the record calls the donee ii 
minister. The inscription w'as composed by Nrisimbu, son of Gajilranya-Nrisimha- 
pauiAnika and pupil of Nanjinatha; and engraved by Timmana, son of Singari of 
Tnlkad. It may be added here that this king was the author of a Kaanada prose 
versiou of Vfdmiki-Raniftyana, which is known as OhdwardjoHi-mIdsa.

7U. The inscriptions on two gold ornaments in the Melkote temple tell us that 
they w'ere presents fiom Clnkka<Ddva-HAja-OiJeyar. Another inscription on a 
nmiitupu to the north of the pond known as Kaly^ni, says that it was caused to be 
erected by his (j.tieen DevAjamma of Yelandur. Another tnanUipa close by, heat's 
an inscription (Sci'iugapatam 83) which states that it was caused to be built by 
Arndtamma, queen of DoddB-D6va-Raja-0<Jcyar (1650-1872) and mother ofChikka- 
Beva-Raja*Odeysr. This king was not only a liberal {latron of literary merit but 
also an anthor of several Sanskrit and Kannada works. His period is 1672-1704. 
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Kri^hna'^Rdja-Odeyar L 

77, From an inscription on a ailvnr pitcbcr in the Alelbote temple, we learn 
that it was the gift of Nachohuramiua and Tiruveuga^fim'^^i* lawful wives of 
RninAyaiiaui Tirumuliieliai'V'a. The latter was the composer of two copper plate iu- 
si$riptioiis—'Seringapataut 04 (of 1722) and 100 (of 1724)—of this king’, in one of 
which he speaks of himself as skilled in Kaonad’i, 'Tehigu and Sanskrit poetry and ia 
iTitisic in a stanza which runs as follows:—

73, Three copper plate inscriptions of this king were received from Gurukiir 
Snbbarvua of Gattavadi, Kaujanginl Taluk. Two of them are dated in 1701 A. D., 
and the third in 1702, All of them are sale deeds caused to b© executed by the king 
in favor of Veiika^rumalya, 8iUlnnua-a6uiayi\ji and Rangu-bhutta, the villages sold 
to them being Chikkil^i and Kitmahalli in Tilydr-sthala, and Chikka-^onkihalll in- 
Tiiruvekere*stha|a. It may be noted tluit the price received was in each case nearly 
ten times the value of the anniml rent, Aii on a silver caniphor-biirucr 

in the Melkote temple tells us that it was presented by DalaviLyi-D^variljaiya of 
Mysore. DaluViiyl-Diiviiriijaiya and his younger brother Sarvildhikl^ri Nanjara-jaiya, 
siirnamed Karitchitri, played a very proiuiuent part in the history of Mysore about 
the middle of the l8tU century. 

Tippu StilfHH, 

79. It is remarkable that two silver vessels In the Melkote temple bear 
inscriptions in the Kannada language stating that they were presents from Tippu 
Sultan Bildshall. The inscription runs as follows : —

80, Several records of this king were copied at Mysore and Melkote, One 

of them, ill the BrNHarkslimtramanasvitmi temple in Mysore, is of interest as 
it gives the date on which this king was in stalled on the throne of his ancestors 
after tbs fall of Tippu. The date given is the 13th lunar day of the dark fortnight 
of Jylshtha of the cyclic year SiddhArthi* which is coupled with the S aka year 
172‘2, corresponding to 30til June 1799. It records the erection of a in 

1333, on the spot where the installation took place, by GnrlkAr Puttaiya of the 
hitftUar-Uidiie. It was in this temple that the installntiou took place iii 1799. 

An iuscriptioD in the 8'rl PrasannakrishnasvAmi temple, Mysore, which is dated 
in 1329, gives incIdeutHlIy some interesting details about the several acts of piety 
and benevolence done by Krishna-IUja-Odeyar III. The main object of the 
inscription is to record the erection of the temple, the setting up of the ffod Krishna 
atid the provision made for the services in the temple. It opens wtlh a Sanskrit 
vei'se in praise of AmbA or PArvati and goes on to say that Krishua-RAja-Odoyar 
(wiili ail the Mysore titles), soa of ChAma-Rilja-Odeyar and KempananjamAmbA, 
seated on the jewelled throne of Mysore on which llAja-Odeyar and other kings 
descended from the lunar race had successively sat, for the pleasure of his tutelary 
deity S'rt ChAmund^Svari, performed the following nine kinds of service, naming 
them 'the nine jewels’:—(1) The jewel of ornament: presenting crowns, set «-ith 
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jewels, called KrishHardjiimiidiit to the gods of iMelkote, i^anjanguil, Ghamartijanagair^ 
Mysore and other places j {2) the jewel of ? patriotism ; founding Chamarajanagar 
and other oities, towns and villages; (3) the jewel of devotion: building the 
CbatnarajaSYimi and the Niiraytinaavfimi temples at Cliamarajanagar and the 
Prasannakriahnasvilmi temple in Mysore; (4) the jewel of donation : making several 
agi'ahdrtis such as the Krishnaritj^ndrapura /igrakiita^ so named afier himself, 
and giving them away with lands and other re(}uiremoiits; (5) the jewel of 
consecration : building towors to the temples of Gbiraun^Svan, S'rlkanthfiAvara, 
ChimarAj^Svara and LakshmiramaniasvATiii, and consecrating them; (d) the jewel 
of beneficence = oonatructing dams such as ErisbnarAjakatte across the KAvflri and 
flights of steps such as Kri3linar4jaa6pilnH at PaschimavAhmi; (7) the jewel of 
charity • maintaining chaultries for feeding pilgrims at KAii^agannatb, yrirungam, 
KAnchi, Tirupati, Melkote and other sacred places; (8) the jew’©! of fame; issuing 
gold and silver coins such as KrislinarAja-varaha and KrisUuarAja-ha^a; and (9) 
the jewel of speech : writing Kannada oommeotaries on the Pura^as and ItihAsas, 
such as the BhAgavata and the AdhyAtma'KAiuAyana, and original poems such as 
8anffiindhilcdpctri^iy(ir After creating the above nine jewels, the record continues, 
he submitted this stone ftasaim to the Proeannakrish^asTAmi temple which was 
included in the ‘ jewel of devotion ’ (So. 3 above). Images of several other gods 
besides that of Krishna and images of RAraAnujAchtlrya and other sages were also 
set up. The image of the goddess Perundfivi whicii was at TerakanAmbi, having 
been formerly removed to t^lat place from Oonjeeveram, was brought to Mysore 
and set up in this temple; and the S'athakOpa“Saint NammAlvAr represented as 
the holy feet of Vislmu-ivas brought from the S’rl'NArAyanasvAiiii temple at 
Melkote, the diu^a-de^a (sacred place) of the State. 

An annual grant of 5000 Kan^rAy vaiuftcw was made to provide for 
offerings, lamps, various festivals, teaching the Vedas and feeding Bi'ahmans. 
Finally, in order to receive tirlfta and pra,sadii. every day, the Images of the king, 
his crowned Queen and two other queens were also set up in the temple. \Vlth 
regartl to the ‘ jewel of speech ' (Xo. 9), it may be stated here that Kriahna-Raja' 
Oijeyar was a munificent patron of literary merit and the author of a good number 
of Kannada vei^ions of the Pui-Anas and Sanskrit classics. Nearly 50 works, 
some of them very voluminous, are attributetl to him. Many of these may have 
been vvifctcu under bis guidance by the court pandits ; but still the e.vteut of 
vernacular liteteture thus produced with the object of popularising Sanskrit literature 
is something renjarkabl©. Among the works written by him or under his patronage 
may be mentioned KaD^iada versions of the MahAljhAratii, the RAmAyana, Harivnin4a, 
D 5 vl-DhAgavata,Bhagavadj 5 lte, f^anknra-samhite, KA^l-khanda.Lainga-purAna, Utlara- 
gite, Gaya-chaHtre, HAlAsya-mAbatmjfl, BhaktavilAsa-dar]>ana; Pauchatantva, KA' 
dambari, the three dramas of KAlidAsa, Da-akumira'Charite, tTttararftina“cliaiite and 
RattiAvali. 

Another inscription in the same temple, dated in 1838, says that Krishpa-Raja- 
O^eyar III and Cliikka-PuttatAyammaimi made the tvld-bhdta gift in that year 
for the second time. An inscription in the S'H-LaksbmtramanusvAmi temple, dated 
1851, records the restoration of the tower by Erislioa-RAjA-O^eyar. The tower 
formerly erected by RAja-O^eyar bfid now become dilapidated. In speaking of the 
god of the temple, the record says that he changed poison into nectar for RAja- 
Odeyar, alluding to a tradition accoixling to which RAja-OfJeyar to whom the 
areitah of the temple served poisoned itrtkfx at the instigation of some of his enemies. 
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swallowed it and was not harmed m the least owing to his firm faith in the god. 
This temple is an okl one. It was in existenee before 1409 A, D. as the inacnptioD 
in Cole’s Garden (pam 66) records a grant to it by iJiinha-bhApetl^ minister of Kamsa. 

The inscriptions on two gold ornaments in the Melkote temple tell ns that 
they were presented by this king. Al>out a dozen silver vesaela in the same 
temple^ several of them very big in size, bear inscriptions stating that they were 
the gifts of Mmldnlingamma. the lawful tvife of Krishtja-Rrija-Odeyar of the Mysore 
State. Til a room called rdjd-kotadi (king's room) in the same temple, there are 
five images on the pedestals of which a few letters in Knnuada are inscribed. These 
images represent Krisfana'-Rija-O^yar III and his four queens. On the pedestal 
of the centrel image which represents the king the word khdsa (own) is engraved. 
On fcho pedestals of the two images to the right, the syllables /dulscml and RaWi»l 
are respectively inscribed. These represent LakshmiWlftsa-SartnidbA.na and Rama- 
vil^a-Sannidhitna. Similarly, the syllables /frilstml and SilsajnJI engraved on the 
pedestals of the ima^'Cs to the left represent KrishnaviirtsnoSanQidhfiina and SltAvilAsa- 
Sannidhilna. 

Tub Mucijals. 

81. The only record of this period is a copper plate inscription in Kannada 
datod in 1746 A, D. It was received from Dodi^ijiaiie PiddarAmtS-Gaoda of 
Yalanadu, Chiknaikanhalli Taink. It consists of oirly one plate with a silver seal 
soldered into it at the top. The seal contains three lines in Persian characters which 
nm thus; — 

1132 Muhammad Shub 
BAdshiib GAzi 
Tsmail Khen fidvt 

Though a Muhammadan grant it begins with the usual vers© in praise of 
Sambhii. Tt is dated in both theSaka and the Mubaminadan eras, the date given 
being the first Innur day of the bright fortnight of MArga^ira of the cyclic year 
Akshaya, which is coupled with the Saka year 1666, cori'esponding to the 29th day 
of 4auvtll of A, rl. 11S6. Thus the date of the seal is 2^years earlier than that of 
the grant. The name of the donor is not given ; he is probably the Ismail Kluin of 
the seal, or the Emperor Mnlmmmad ShAh himself. The insciiption records a giant 
of hind to ^lari-SiddA-Gauda, son of SiddaparGauda, who was the Gnuda of Yalaniiija 
■of BAdihAj-sthak. The reason for the grant is thus given : “ As yon are a very 
loyal servant of our palace and as you have newly huilt the fort of Yajanaiju, we, in 
appreciation of yonr single-minded devotion, make this grant," BhdihAl, mentioned 
above, was one of the 7 ptcgman of the Mughal Province of Sira, the others being 
BftSavApatna, Penukonda, Dodballapur, Uoskote, Kolar and Sira itself. 

M rSC£i.LA NlCOPS I.vsc R1 moNs. 

82. T’hcro are some miscellaneous inscriptions which cannot be assigned to any 
specific dynasty* As they arc not of muoli faistorioal importance they may be passed 
over. A stone inscription at Mattikere near Bangalore is of some vnterest as it 
records a grant made during the time of the British Commission in Mysore. It is 
engraved on 7 stones which are set up at the boundaries of a field. It is dated both 
in the Saka and the Christian eras, A grant of land was made on the Slsfc of July 
1831 to VulAiu ViiAsami Pille for having built the tank at Mattikere, and the stone 

was set up according to Hujftr orders- An inscription on the ceiling of the 
maniapa over the of a former andmi of the Yatiraja-matha at Melkote 

(see paras 40 and 41 of the last year’s report), tells us that the interred there 
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was known as YadugiTi-Yiitiii’Hja-SanipEitkuniAm-aviLmi and that before be became 
hie name was Prativadibliaynnkaram Ton^nftr Singaraiycngar. From his 
fnniytetn (memorial verse) we learn that he died in 1339. Another inscription on a 
beam of a iniint<ipa in the Knnigal i-treet at Melkote, dated 1845, says that it was 
built by one Kainkaryam TirumaUchtirya for the festival in connection with tlie 
oommen cement of the recitation ofSa/tasra^gntJkd or (see para 42) a 

Tamil hymn consisting of about 1,000 stanzas, and presented to the j^ocl Sampat- 
kumara. The inscription also tells us that the progenitor of the donor’s family, 
Srfeaila'guru, set up the ^d VaikunthanAtha and tlie ten Saints called Alyara (see 
para 50 of the last yearns repoi't) at Melkote, presented to the temple a vitliawi known 
as Samara-bb&piila and receivetl the snniaiue Kainhargam from the god at Melkote* 

MAXosvEmp'rs. 

83. During the year under report several important manuscript works wore 
obtained* One of these desej^res special mention as it supplies valuable ioforuiation 
regarding the Vijayanagar ting Sangama JJ, son of Earn pane, his minister Siiyana 
and the latter’s younger brother BUdgaiiatha. Tiio work is called Alftnhtm-SMdhA-nidhi 
and was composed by Sayaiia: Unfortunately the manuscript obtained is only a frag¬ 
ment. A peculiarity of the work consists in the majority of the illustrative examples 
being in praise of Siiyana himself- Borne of Bhoganilfcha’s works arc named and 
quoted from* These are ndm»U*ls(Lt TripitTtirdjaijay^ringAra^mmijanj UtUlhin*ana-r}i<'ihi^ 
MiihdgnnapathtfLm and Gaiirinat^Jit^a, Of these, UMImrana-rmtld appears to 
have been specially written by Bh^giiiiitlia in praise of Sayana. I have gatherctl 
the following items of imformation from the stanzas given as dlustrative examples 
in this manuscriptSangama 11 was a posthumous child. He ivas taught by 
Say ana from hia childhood. During his minority, Sayana, who was practically the 
regent, marched against Champa-uarilndra and defeated him, Sftyana Inid three sons : 
Kampana, MAyana and Singana. His wife was Himavati. His father was MAyana 
and his elder brother MAdlxavAchtirya, He also wrote a work on aiedicine. Bangsma 
JI attacked tianuja-nagara and defeated its king. 

Of the other manuscripts, is a eommeatary on Samantabhadra’g Aft^t• 

mimtmsd by Akalacka, the celebrated Jaina philosopher of the 8th century, wlio is 
said to have gained a complete victory over the Buddhists at KAnchl and to have 
procured their banishment to the island of Ceylon, Lingctmigdsaaa is a small work 
on genders by the Jaina author Harsluvvardhana, son of Spivardliaua, who probably 
dotirished in the llth century. He mentions as his predecessors in the same field 
Vyiidi, Sankara, Chandra, Vararnchi, VidyAnidhi and Pilnini. JudnofthtUkai'a-^harifre 
is a K’lnnarla work bearing on Jaina philosophy by STAmanna of Sainado|[ipura who 
lived In the iGtli oentuiy.

1 lecture, is now in ruins. Froin one of tlie iuseriptioiis m the temple vvc leain tluit 
the tower and oMior portions which liml !alien down woru repaired in 1718 A, D, 
by one Shaiildiog Venkatcsaiya who rebuilt them with brick nnd chuTuim, Archi- 
tectiirallv theie is nothing reinarkable about the temple. Of the live inscriptions 
which are found here, four are already printed in the Hassim voliirae as Nos. 14-17 
of the Arkfilgiul Taluk. The remaining inscription is on a stone set up to the 
right of the iiiain entrance. Tho hUters being mostly worn out, oiily^ the purport 
oAbis inscrlptiiui was given in bia'kets under Arksilgiid No. lo. Now however, 
it has been found possible to decipher and copy a large portion of it, though the 
top part is complete]v effaced. The epigrapli tells m that a certain Kmiiuiya, the 
Srlkarami-heggade of Koiigti*nfl4u, setup the god U!iinunn*hH m 121dA.J>. And 
endowed the temph* with sonic laiuls. Y'he NAraaiuihUi llvara and. v irabhatlra 
temples at Arkalgiid were iiUo iuiipectcd. 



8, On iviiy to ArkalgiKl, I stopned for some tiiuo at and osurtiiticii 

tlie Ki^sava, Hitaan&TnbSi, Viriipilk^lia and OopAliikiisliim teuiplea. 

Two vtmkafa, bearing inscriptions wliicli are not quito logiblOj were discovered in 
tUe flower garden to tlie wo^t of tho Dovikero tank. At about tlio Ibh mile from 
Hassan on the Arkalgud road is a village named Kallaiiekoppid to the onst of which 
there is a conspicuons Romaa Cattiolic chapel built on a high hill. Around tliis 
place there are a few village.^ iuliabiied by Xative Christians, and in ono of thea*^, 
namely, SathalH, a Roman Catholic father lias liie residence. I am told that a 
jntra ia held on the hill every year. Tlie village SatluiUi is of interest as having 
been the scene of the labours of the well-kiiowu Abbe Dtibois at tlie baginiiing nf 
the last century, 1 also inspected liikauhutli and Uornr on tlio way. At the latter 
placei the ParavAsndfiva, Nsifosimha, Trikfltfillvara and Kailasesvara temples were 
examined anJ 4 new inscriptions discovered-I in tlie (irst toinple and 3 in the 
third. The latter belong to the i2th century. A new inscription of about the loth 
centuiy was also discovei-ed at UonnagoijijEinhalli, Arkalgiid Taluk, about fouj- miles 
from (iorur. The inscription on an eld rb'efvi/ near V'addarhalli, about a mile froin 
Gontr, which is printed as Arkalgnd 11, was carefully examined and aotne ira* 
porbxnt corrections made in the printed copy. 

fl. 1 left Arkalgnil for Ihlmanilthpnr on October 18th and discovered a few new 
inscriptions on the way—I at Mokali, ‘2 at Dodda Magge, 1 at Xilavilgilu and 3 nt 
Mngujur. At Ranianrtthpnr, the Kunif^vara, .Vgasty^vara, RiibmhTnapya and 
Rama temples were inspected as also the Likshmat^esvara and V'asapuri Anjarti^ya 
temples at Mallai'sjapnttann on the opposite bank of the Kavori. About '27 new 
inscriptions were disooverod in the Hainc.^vara temple and 2 in the Lakshman^svara 
temple. Of the former, 1 is inscriljed in Nfigari eharncters on tlie outer wall of the 
f/arfjfia-^nkti and belongs to the reigti of the Vijuyanagar king Ilarihu’a 11; 1 is en¬ 
graved on the pedestal of the Tfiijdayesvara image; 3 on the floor in the mii'ai-nii^a; 
fttid the rest are ivriiten over the entrances to the ixioms in the vcmndHli aroTind the 
temple, giving the names of the gods set up in the several rooms together ivith 
those of ib© men wMio set thorn up. Among these men several belonged to the 
Mysore Arasu coramunity. Two short iuscriptbus were also discovered on a rook 
in the bed of tbe river. On finishing my work at Ramaniithpur, I ivcnt to JJnsavA- 
patna, inspected the Shailbhiivai'ahiteSvupa, Hiint&svara, Pranatiirti haresvara and 
Lakshm!k&uta temples and discovered a nciv insciiptions. Two of ihfse which are 
on irirafcolis refer to a fight between the HoyssJa king i\arasimlia III and his 
brother R.imaniitlm. 


10, On my wa)'' back to Arsikerc, I inspected KdrumuTignla, Hiriknc^dl^r and 
Baruuhalli. At aixmt the 6th mile from Oassun on the I'fassain-Arsikere road, a 
cart-track leads to Koramangala, situated at a distance of about thi'ee miles from the 
road. J.he village contains three ti^mplesiii the Chflliikyan style of arcliitectiii'p, built 
in the 12tli century. Two of these are in ruiiiB, but the'third, the Badifisvara 
temple, is fortunately in a good state of preservation. Though small in she when 
compared vyth the temples at Hnlebid, the Bhch^wiira temple may be looked upon 
as an excellent specimen of the ChAlukyaii style both in design anti o.vecurion. 'I he 
tower is veiy arti^icrilly executed and ihe sculpture in front of it represeutiiig Sala 
in the act of stobbing the tiger is an excellent piece of ivorkmiiTtsliin both as regards 
expression and orimmentadon Tlie same may ba said of the images inside the 
temple, especially Sijmdi and GaiMpati, wldeh are wonderful works of art, ami 
which have fortunately escaped mutilation owing to the darkness in the interior of 
the temple. Lhis temple deserves to be couservod at any cost. The north wall is a 
little out of plumb and has to be set right at once. A high eoinpoiind walUnd 
stmng door-yii^ urgently r^^^ the temple. The Chenna- 

k«ava temple at llirik.dalhr, about |i miles from Dudda, is in ruins and does nob 
deserve tl.e labour and expense of rostoratiom 'I'wo new inscriptions wei-e dis- 
eovered in this temple. At tUranhalli, aixmt .=i mites from Arstkere, there are two 
templ^, the Chennake^va and the SomfiSvara, which nre also good specimens of 

whioh thoy 

and the toaew are in a good state oj preservation. The .S6inCSrara tempi* is in an 
nnhusUeU state a. regards its ealerior owing probably to some politSeaf “onble at 
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i\w t-Iitie, portioTiji of tbe- rows of Huimpls^ etc., on the outer walla and nearly half 
tlr.^ towor hiding lot'r, uncarvetK Tlie Chennak^Siivu tetiiplo well preserved while 
the iii^onie^srara tefn[jte ia woeftilly iiegleubeil- The um tilierfi wall has in part fallen 
down. But tbei’e cannot be much difficulty in restoring it aa all the stones are 
lying on rJie spot. This charming little temple deserves cooservation and the work 
of rosbonitioQ has to be taken in band aa early as possible. A conipoiind wall and 
etrong tlaora are urgently required as iu the case of the temple at Kftrainangala. 
There being no door to the temple, no image in llie Interior has escaped mutilation. 
Willie at kurainangtilii and Ilirikiidalftr, [ was told that soine images belonging to 
tlie temples in those places had been removed by some people with the coimivancG 
of the village or fjilnk authorities. Such vanilnlismcan only bo |mt a stop tOp to the 
iiniuense advantage of tem|)les and other biitldlt^gs of archieologicul and historical 
interest, by bringing iiito fnreo in the rrovince nn net similar to the Ancient Moini-

Ho Lid also requested me to send him some 
speciiJiens of the pottery and coins to W found there. ^V'ilh the object, therefore^ 
of inspecting this ancient site of Uliandmvalli, 1 left Arsikere for Cliiuddrug ou 
October ^ k (Jii the way T exaniiruKl tlie Gfipitiakrishgai 8 'aukaraNngn, Vlrabhadru 
and .Siddanignesvara temples at Holalkero and discovered a new inscription at tho 
last mentioned temple. At Cldtaldrug 1 itispectod the ancient site of ChandravalU 
siumtod at the north-west foot of the ChUaldi'tig hill. It appears to extend over a 
ootisiderable areii from tlie Oann manta tom [do in the north bo the Ankle inn{h(i in 
the .south. How far it e.^tonds towards the west it is not easy to determine. A largo 
portioo of it is now covered over with cultivated fields. Broken bricks and piooca 
of pottery are strewn over the whole aresi. A watercourse has cut through tho 
site towards the hill in the cast. It exposes on both skies banks lO to 13 feet deep 
made up of two hiyer.-j: tlie lower, about ti feet in depth, of hard gravnl, and the 
upper, of alionL the same depth, consisting of loose earth, ashes nnd rubbish with 
pieces of pottery imbedded in it. Some of the latter are beautifully glased and 
orjianioutcd. In the watorcoiirac some neolUhic celts were also picked np. Guided 
by indiciithns of some brick W'alls on the site, I twirried on some preliminary ex¬ 
cavations by the side of the ivalls in 4 places (see Map 3—d). 'i'he bricks of wdiich 
the walls are built are well burnt and iiiiiidu'illy large in size—16 inches long, 8 
inches bi'Oiul and 4^ inches thick. At the corners where two walls meet briok.s of 
grcatei- width, nearly sijuure in shape, are used, 'the*excavation 9 exposed 3 rooms, 
about 14 feat squuiv, within a few yai'ds of each o'.her ; but in every case the wiilla 
were only 4^ feet liigh. The digging was oontinued to a depth ot about 7 feet bo- 
low the ground level when virgin soil was mob with. Pieces of potteiy, broken cups, 
jars, lamps, ring-stands and other earthenwiii'e arliclcs, ashes mid rubbish were found 
in all the rooms. Most of the pieces of pottery bear orntimonin! devices and lire 
neatly glaml, and the shajies of some of the vessels are unlike those of the ones 
now used in tlio neighbourliuud, or, for iliat matter, in the Province Itself. There 
were also dug np a few perfonited and eleguutly sha[)ed I leads made of stone and a 
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Tiumber of flat-circular earthen pieces, soma of which are markeil with orimiiicutal 
lines. It is difficult t-o say what tlic Jattcr were inic idod for: pei’haps tln^y served 
as playthings for childt’en. Ne.ar one of the rooms (G), at a depth of ahovit 3 feet, 
were unearlhed a few liand-made roofing tiles witli riiJges and grooves. They 
resemble the modern Mangalore tiles and some of them iiavo two holes at the end, per^ 
haps to allow of nails bding driven into the rafters lJelo^S' to keep the tiles in thurr 
place eron during storms, lly the side of one of the w.ills (ij) running in tlie direc* 
tion of the watercourse a lead coin and a largo circular clay seal wore dug up at a 
depth of about 6 feet. The seal has a hole at the top and just below it some marka 
wbich look like 4 Brnhmi lettei's. There is an elepliunt standing to the left, in front 
of which a soldier is seen standing armed w'itli some weapon. On (he back uf the 
Beal is an oruameotal circle with some indistinct symbol in the centre. Four other 
places (1, a, 7 and 8) lyere selected for creavation "and pits were dug to a flpiitli of 
about a feet. In all of them pieces of pottery, broken cups, etc., ashes and riilibisli 
were found as in the other pbcos. In a pit (1) a few yards b.i the north of the spot 
where (he seal was discovered three more lead coins were found; and iu rinother pit 
(8) about 80 yards to the south of the same spot were dug up together a .silver and 
a lo.'id coin along with another wliich is jiresnmably' a potiu coin. Tho silver coin is 
a Ibormin tlf’nariffs of the time of the L]m|>eror Augustus. Tho lead and potin coins 
are much smaller in size than the four lead ooius ineutiotied above, and no legends 
or symbols are visible on them, The large lead coins are titidoubtedly of the 
Andhra period and the sinoe ia most prohably (he case with the small lead and potin 
coins which were found together with the deiambis. Of the former, the one which 
W'as found ivilli the s<'al is a coin of tho Mahain^hi, probably a viceroy of the AiuUiras 
stationed at Ghitaldrug; and of the three wldch were dug up in the nortberu pit 
(1), two are coins of Miidannnda and one of ChiitnkfitL'mauda, botli of whom uro 
supposed to be Andhrabhrityas or feudatories of the Andhras. Further details 
about the coins are given in the second part of the Report. 

13. The excavations went on for about eight days. When the brick walls were 
discoveml, it was lioped that some iniportaut bniUiing or of die Andhra period 
would be nnearthod. Unfortunately, however, tbe wulls of the rooms were only f|^ 
feet deep built on hard sod. The lowness of the walls and tlic naliire of tlie i-eiiinins 
found in tho rooms, pits and the banks of the uatercoui'so may lead one to eujjpose 
that this part of the silo probably represents the outhouRcs or cattle-sheds, bnek- 
yaida and manure-pUs of one of the streets of the undent city. The re&iilia uf iho 
oxcavaMons are encoiiragitig (hough not coinmeusurate with the expectations 
entertained at the l>eginnitjg. If a long stay is made it tiie place and the work of 
excavation conducted on a large scale with patience and iJersovoranct', with a few 
intelligent hands to help in supervision, there is every lilielilidod of some importatit 
results beiug achieved. It is intended to cari-y a large ti-ial trench across (lie fields 
that now cover the site. But tho lands will have to be accjHired before this can be 
done. In connection with tliu excavations carried on at Chitaldrug, I liave to 
thank Messrs. M. Cliaiigaiya Chetty, b.a., Drputy L'ominissioner, and A^ Mrityuujaya 
iycr, B.A,, Assistant Uommiasioner, for tbeir sym'patbetic assistance. 

14. At Chitaldrug the Uchchangiyamm.-v, Navasimlm and Venkatavamiina- 
svaini temples were inspected as also Tippn’a MuhAl, the Bara Jinrinj aiakfin and the 
Ankle mafka. In the MahSl tho celling of the iiiiier hall is pulled down and tho 
lofty wooden pillars are alone left sianding. The pillarB have no ornaiuoiitation 
about them tike the ones in tbe Palace at the Bangalore FoH. The upper attuey 
oonUins a few plain-looking room.'!. Tliore is a gurden attached to the building. 
Though a plain structure, the MahAl deserves renov'atiou as a building of .some his¬ 
torical interest. In the compound there is a huge stoue tmngh, 10 (i“ long 4* G" 
broad and 4‘10" deep, chiselled oy|f of luird graniie and well polished. It is said 
that the trough was used for watering Blejihauts during 'rippii’s time. Tlie AtVkle 
vujtka is noted for its caves which form a perfect labyrinth consisting of rooms of 
various sizes at different levels, The Fancimiingeivava and Biddervura temples 

there were oxamined. Altogether 11 new iiisoripiions were discovered at Chitaldrug-_ 

1 iu tlie park, 1 on ti bail in the Dclicbangiyamina temple, > in the itiosqtio 2 in The 
BAru IiuAm Makati, 2 on tombs to tlie wust of the travellt?i's’ bungalow, 1 on a reck 
to the south of SiddhUnti Obalappa's gai'den, 1 in front of the old post office and 1 
on a rock to the west of tifirahigundi-do^e.

'I'Iktc arc two flights of steps loading down 
into the well These milistoues nro sap{iosed to havti hocu used for gi'inding gun¬ 
powder at the time of llydGr and Tippn, aiul this .supposition is strengthened by the 
fact that when the structui'c was unearthed some i cars ago (juantitics of charcoai 
pointer were [oniid at the sides of the millstones. PrnhjLbly elepiliuuLs ivero 
employed for working tlic milktoiics, all the four moving at the sumo lime by 
some iiigeiiions ci>ntiivance. Two of the upper stones Imvo been removed to the 
park and HxcJ there like romnl tables. As this .structure is of historical and 
arch£ 00 logical intorestj it is to be regretted that tlie upper sLuucS weru di£Uirlic<l 
at all. 


10. On the 1st of Kovcml>er 1 left Ohital triig For Rnldapora, MLilakalmiiru 
Taluk, for iospcctiiig the Asoka inscriptions. On the way a new ji9scri[iljon was 
discovered at Hairafutra, about four miles from Sidrhipnra- At Siiidapnra lexunnncd 
tin.' AiijanC-ya, ObaladcVii, Virabliiidfii, K^snvii, Ui'imarhandirsvara, Hasava, Akka- 
tangi ami Hasti l*^tnplcs. Three new inscriptions were dlscoveivtl: oue cm a rock 
in a fiedd to the west of the vilhtge and tivo on the brlls in iln? Aiijaiicya I cm j do. 
'i'Jic Jhisti temple is u neat little building at the foot of tlie Ilraiimngiri hill, in 
which there i.<t a Jatiui tnutgo seated with its hcuul sovemd. There is not a single 
daina living in the village at present. To the stnitli-west of the llasli temple is 
a hill known as PagadesiVlnbetta* Traililion has it thrit (he two sisters 
who built the Is vara temple known as Akkatniigiyara-gi di used to ]d:iy nt dice 
{pitrtufh) on this hill. A ivVoZyi/ lying in a field to the south-we^t of this hill, which 
contains tlic iiiscriptigii .Molakalmnrii 12, is interesting as the sculptures on it 
illustrate the meaniiig of the expression sidiJak'^ifi>du (to offer the springing Iioail). 
The reference Is to u custom freqneiitly alluded to in t user I pi ions, nccortliug to 
\Yliich a devoted servant took a y'Ow that he wonhl not survive his patron atnl 
sacrificed liinvseif on the occurrence of the putrmi's death. This was done in 
several ways. But in The present instance, a bowed rlnstic rod was act up bt-liiiid 
the person wdth its end aifachiid to the top-kuot of the lutir, so that the licad, when 
ent off, sprung up with the rebound of the 1 * 011 , A few fnrUmgs to the cast of 
Biddapnra is a small hamlet inliubited by a few Knriibn.'i, ivhich is iinmrd tCndii- 
sidda tmirbit. The adjacent village which is called Riineva in 1 he inscriptions may 
have denied its Later mune Biddapiira from the above hamlet. The Asokti 
inscription at tlio lull etdled Eintnetaiiinjangiin^lu ticiir Siddapiira and thal; on the 
rock known as Aksliurabande to the iiortli of Bralunagiri were careful!v ersamined. 
Both of tl icm art* well protected by iinisoitvy walls, irrm bars and a strong canopy. 
The door is locked aud the key is with the I’atel of Siddfijaii'a. 

17. I then inspected the JatinganmiAivara and the Brahmagiri hills. At I lie 
bcgiuning of the flight of steps leading to the top of the former, is a ruined 
GniiA'kv temide, built of largo-sized old bricks, about 12 inches lougi 8 inches broiul 
and 3 inches thick. The bricks are neater, thoiigli stiiiiHer, than thoso loniid at 
Chitaldrug. The OaiAsa has auly two [latids ivliich is considereil to lie a .speeiidity, 

I exainiaed the Asoka inscription ou llio lop of the liiil. This is also well jirotectcd 
liko the other two inscriptions, but tlie door is unfortunately left unlooked. This 
is to be deeply regretteil as the itiscriptlou, which is alrciidy worn out nnd inncli 
iijjureiJ, is sure to suffer further injury at the hands of cuttle-boys and othermnor- 
ant persons. This is the niost worn out of iho three iuseriptions,. while the 
Urahiuagii'i one is tlio best pi'cscfvod. The tKitibgariiuiesvava, Ulitigcivai'at 81‘n'ya 
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an<i Vlrflbliadia temples were viaiteJ nml a few now 1 ascriptions tlisooveml ; 
one iieni' the nmin eiitraiiue, on© on the Nagsi'pai^B roct and five on the hells nml 
goiijf uf the Ja^il^gitl■^ilues^’^ra temple. This temjjk* is nu old one as h refei'cnce to 
its renovation is uiiido in an inscription dated 952 A. D. A brick temple formerly, 
it was coavuiled into a stone temple in that yoiir. The above inscription also 
tells us that it was here tlmfc datityu was killed hy RAvana. 'L'he preiix Jatinga 
in the nutiie Jatinganluiesvara is a corruption of Ja^\yu. There is al?o a temple 
liudicaled to JutAyii on au adjacent peak 'which is loftier and steeper than this. 

18. On Hi-iiliinagiri I'exaiiiiucd the Trii\nkfi^vara temple and tlie Mahrd. 

All iiiscriptiaii at the temple tells ns that one Blchana , the minister of Bamma 
who was the son of Bhoganripa (Last y*-<jLr‘s para 44), built the Huiieya 

(('.e*, Sultlapnra) and the Ni^ugal forts. The MahAl i^i a iieat-lj tniilt two-storied 
liuiise, iihoitL vU by DO', the lower portion being hnilt of stone and the upper 
storey terraeiah It is a picturesque building occiipjing a romantic position on the 
top of the liiU and presenting a very imposing appearance. 1 am trild that it was 
built l>y a 1.ingay at guru some 60 years ago and that the gnrti di^'d some 20 years 
ago. Tiie house w'tis, it appears, very well furnlslied with chairs, sofas, etc., and 
even with a piano. On ids death the Ayya of Errdtikepc, Eayadmga Taluk, is 
said to hove removed many valuable things found in tlie Mahill under the plea that 
ho w as the guru of the deceased. The Tatter is said to have led a pure and pious 
life and to have spent large auuia of money in feeding people of his own sect and 
others especially on the Sivarfitri day. The building has now become Gov'erniiieut 
property, Jt is a pity that such an excellent building is left to take care of ilsi-lf. 
The door is left open and inischievous people have broken the doors, 'tvindows and 
glass panes. They have not even hesitatetl to use the door and window frames 
for fuel in cooking their food on the hill. The building deserves conservation. 

19. On my way back to Chitaldrug I visited Dodda hlvm te, a village about 
seven miles from Taluk. Jt has a nmuher of old rfiniA'aJ.v, two of which cspeciidly, 
belonging to the lUlh century A. D,, are very artistically executed both in regard to 
the sculptures and tiie writing. They relate to the Nirlanilias, Tite village appears 
to have been an important p1ac’.e in the 10th ceiitiiry. it is Oiilled Ulalmavi in the 
old inscriptions and Tlalavariti in those of the V^ijayaivagar period, A new inscrip¬ 
tion was dlsccvei'cd below the lamp-pillar iu front of the MailAi adtva temple. I 
returned to Bangalore on November 9. 

20. Tn connection with the revised edition of the Si'avan Belgola volume, I 
made a tour to Sravan Bcl^ola on the 22nd of Kcbniary 1909. On the wav 
I inspected Matt igatta, Navile, Agraharn-Beiguli, Nuggihnlli and Jiimbhru. At 
Nnggihalli 1 examined the Jdoiii6^%'arn, BadftSiva au'l Nnrasimha temples. Tho 
Inst Isa good specimen of Chalukyan architecture, resembling the Ohuumikesava 
temple at IfaranhaUi, though the tower, which is of a different design, b sitnilat to 
that of the Buchesvai-a temple at Kommangala. Tim friezes of animals, etc., on the 
outer walls are otanplete like those of the Hoysalesvara temple and not left un- 
finidhed tike tliose of the Somesvara temple at HarauhalU. It is iiiitetesting to note 
that unlike in other temples the images on the outer walls Lave in most cases their 
names engraved below, often with the names of the sculptors who executed them. 
The figures on the south wall were made by Baiclidjn of Nandi and those on the 
north wall by Mallilainma. Altogether there are 52 such short inscriptions around 
the temple, and their period is about 1219 A. D., the year iu which ihe three gods 
of the temple were set np. The temple is in a good state of preservation- It be¬ 
longs to the c!a‘?s of lemples known as Triku(arfta!a, liteially, a three-ijeaked monu- 
tain, meaning u temple in which there are images of three different gods set up in 
separ-att! cells facing the three cardinal points, the entrance facing the fourth. Tho 
rhennakesava temple at HarauhalU and the Narasimha temple at Jnvagal belong to 
the same cln.^s. *1 wo more inscriptions were discovered at Niiggilmlli — 1 on the 
tihvajafhmhha of tli© Narasimha temple and the other on a pilLir at the entrance to 
the village 

21. At Si avail Belgola a careful survey was made of the town and its sur- 
lOUtKliugs as also of the larger and the smaller hilk. A few of tliu villages in tho 
neighbourhood were also inspected. Every one of fhe printed inscriptions was care* 
fully compared wJlh the original and corrections and additions made. The oHginala, 
however, of the priutt-d inscriptions Nos. 69 ami 71 are not now foTthcomiug. A 
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dose searcK was uitdL* for tln> foruier hut without aoj suuccas ; with lo tlio 

hitter, I am toM ihnt tijo rock on wliicli it was engraved was removed at the time 
tv lien the Bhadrabiilui cave was repairod- It is aiitisfactory to note that this thorough 
survey, cf^iiducted with much labour and j^erseveraiice, has brought to light ucarly 
25') inscriptions not known before. U is not to l>c exp(jctL-<I thm every one of them 
is of great historical importance ; but it can be said biiut iiiost of them give iufor- 
luatiiiQ of one kind or another wliicli cannot bill lic of some interest to the historiaa 
and the arch unionist. 


22. To begin ivith the town and its environs. Anew inscription was dis¬ 
covered on the pedestal of the image in the Akkana-liaMi und another iu Nagari 
characters on that of the marble image in the Biddhiiiita-basti. Tho latter is 
so named because all the books bearing on the Jalna SbkUnlnUt were formerly se¬ 
cured in a dark room of this l)asti; and it apiiears tliat at some renictcthne iJluicvUtf 
and other rare pliilosophical works were carried away from hero to 
Mhdabida^, In the Mmigrtyi-basti 3 now inscriptions wore copied: 1 on the ped¬ 
estal of Silnti-JiiiH, 1 on that of Vimlhaiiuina and 1 over tho second inner 
entrance; and in the Bhapdiira-basti were discovei’Ctl an ioscriptiou on a stone in 
the /jrdJl’tiivf and nnotUer on a pillar in a lootn to the right of the Bocond enti’ance. 
The latter is partly concealed by a newly built wall. Seven new insciiptions in 
Tamil and GrautUa characters were disooverod in the met/ut on the iiiiagoa of 
AnaiitiiitUha, Gommat i, Nnvadiiviitii, Ganadharaj Pancha])ariitiic&lit.lii, (‘batnrvim- 
&it.i*tirtlmkara and Aiianta, Two Kannada eaumds grantwi to the mnfiuj, by 
iVtniaiya and KrisUuai“ija Odoyur III woie also wpied. lb has to be mentioned 
bcrc that no such Sanskrit saxmad as the one printed as No. 141 appears to have 
been grantexl to the inatint by Krishnavaja Odeyar 111. It is a fanciful p;irH- 
phrase in Sinakrit of the above Kannada sannad, recently composed by some 
Jaina Pundit, and as such can lay no claim to be an authoritative recorih ll is 
misleading in its contents, uiasinncii as tlie composei’ has omitted a great deal of 
what is contained in the original and has added much ioreigu matter witli the solu 
object of giving the rexrord a Jaina complexion. Of the other inscriptions newly 
copied in the town and its environs, 1 Is on a pillar in the 'im^lapn of the pond, 1 on 
ii boulder in Sycil iSaheb’s backyard, I on the nortlr slope of the rock known as 
I oit ll rock at tlic Hiihxsinabiivj entrance, 2 at Jakkikatle, 2 at .J a varan- 
kiitte, 4 on roi^ka near Chennumm's pond uud J on a. stone in Lhikka Ijjayyu's 
field in the sonth. 


23. On ihe larger hill or V'iiidhyagii'i Ticarly one hundred nexv inscriptions 
were "copied. Of these, 1 is near the left foot of G oin mate-s'vara ; 14 on tho [jodes- 
tiils of the Images in the cloiskns around, 2 of which are in Nagari cluii acters; 
3 on the beams of the enclosure, of the 15th century, written in ink; ami 1 on the 
floor in fixjnt of the colossus. In the mtmtnpa iu front of the image then- ni'c 3 celU 
panels which are very elegantly e.’tccutud, Arovmil the cental panel is engrav¬ 
ed"’an inscription in small letters, the copying of w*hicb entailed much labour. 
There were also 0 new inscriptious on the pillura. About 15 inscriptions are engrav¬ 
ed iu Gujarati clinracters in the passage leading to the courtyard. Impressions of 
these have been sent to Mr. D. K, Bhai-clai kar, M.a , Archajological Miiijcrintend- 
ent Poona, for favor of decipherment. Outside thu enclosure was discovered a 
stone to the west of liialitiiadeva aidiiiuptf containing an inscription similar to No. 
90 in its contents. On the back was also discovered an inscription engraved, imliko 
in other stones, breadthwise. In Siddlmra-busti was copied a new inscription 
found at the bottom of the west face of tlie pillar on which No- JOo is engraved.

About 10 inscriptions xvere ixlso discovered in diffcrcut parks of the rock oulsidu

An attempt 
was also made to take a good photo of Gomimitv'^vani for the revised edition of the 
volniiie. Tho jihistration given in the first cdiiivis from Appavu Pillwy s ropy- 
right photo. The required u umber ol copies had to bn bought from bnu. 1 wautea 
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■ t-n UavM flur mu'n copy for thia edition,. A special plsitforui had to be erected for 
.tiakin^ the plioto. BiU as a scaffolding hail been orccled at tlio time on an irnmen^sc 
scale around tiie image for the lieatbanoirating cenemoiiy, the |ih(jto, lliongh not 
as satisfactory its qoiild be desired, is the best that could be had under the eircnin- 
starioes* 


i24. On the similler hill or Cliatiflrngiri the work thut had to Ire done wns of a 
very arttiunis nature. Here too [learly one liniidred new inseripthots were (liscoverod. 
The most imfaortunt linds were on the rooks to the south of Piir.Amiiltlia-busii and 
in front of Kabt;de-I>asti. IMost of tliese insoHptioiis ai-e engraved in characters 
very similar to those of wliat is known as the Hhadrrtbfihu in.scr[ption and belong 
Jip I iroiti mutely to the same ppriod, A few ate perhaps one or two oenturies later; 
but very few can be bruuglit dowm to a period later thun the lOtli century A. D. 
Many of them are epitaphs of Jainu gurus like those printed at tlie Imginning of tho 
i5r.ivau lielgolu volume; some record the visits of cUstiiignished persons; ami some 
consist of only one word giving simply the name of the pilgrim who visited tho 
|.iluot!. As pcconls of a respectable antiquity, it was thought desirable to copy every 
one of thoiji without any regard to their importance oi- otherwise finjiti a historical 
point of view, Tho lottors Wing worn out and Che rock having peeled off in many 
places, the work of duciphermciiit was extreimily diHicult. Kvery letter hati to be 
carefully and patiently scanned and dodphered,' Of the iBcoms'tlmt have now been 
copied, it may be said of a good lunnbev that no ti acc of them will he found some 
years hence. As those of the inscriptions on these rocks that are a! ready printed 
are not given hi a regular order, a great deal of tline liad to he devoted to tiio work 
of iduutilicatioii Wfoi-e any corrections could be made. What is known as the 
BluidmUiihu inscription is railed off Iroin tho siirroiiuding s]mco to preserve it froiu 
injury. Hnt as it is left open, exposed to sun and rain, the lettcre are gradually 
getting worn out and tho rock has peeled off in several places. IJoiiig an iinportniib 
inscription of comparatively great antiquity, it deserves lo bo protected from turthcr 
injury by the erection of a canopy over it. Among the other discoveries may ba 
montiuned two incomplete inacriptioiis on the pedestals of two images in Ohaiidragiipta- 
basti. Two inscribed square pillars, similar to tho ones seen in the /u-fidajjrrs on tho 
hill, apj-iear to have been unfortunately cut and converted iiun these pody.ipds. An 
inscription of Chilmimda-rayfl, similar to ^o. 7,0, wns fuiiiid on both ,sidi?s of the 
entrance to CliAmnndiiTnya-biisti. At Tfirina-basti wtij c lilscovci cd two inscri[>tioii.i : 
one on a stone built into the door and the other on n car-Iikc structure in front. 
The basti probably dei'ivos its name from this structure. Kour inscriptions wera 
copied near Irnve-Bralimadtva temple, two on the doorwny aud two on tlie rock in 
front; six near Kanchina-doiie; two near the Bhidrabalin cuve and one Tamil 
inscription belmv No. 73. A few mope inscriptious tvere also 'ii.sscoveictl nt the foot 
of the lull. Tlio boulder on which one of tliese is engraved is known as CJjdmnndi- 
I'iiya’s ruck. Tradition has it that on Chi'lruLLndin'iya's shooting an arrow from this 
rock m the direction of the larger lull, ns he was directed to do in a dream, the 
imago of tiomma^ which had been concealed by stom>.q, bushes, etc., becamt) 
instantly visible. A few Jjiina gurus arc figured on tlic rock with their names 
written below. 


25. The villiiges that were insjiectcil in the neighlKUirhood of Sravan IJeltfola 
were Ji nanuthupurti, Jiimdiilmlli, Hal mutt igatta, Kubbuju, KanHi ayapura Timl 
fJjii.ullmUi. At the first village 11 new inscriptions were found: five iu t^ iiiiLinatha- 
hast!, one near Aregal-trasti, one on a tomb to the iiOL th-west of llie villm/e one in 
BivaiiHujegiiudu's backyard, one on a rock to the south-west, and two in Ki;i£. 
gauda’s fields to the noi th and south-east. From an inscription on the pedestal of 
the god we learn that the S untinatba-basti was built at about I2t)0 A, \) Tlioni^h 
small, the temple is a fine example of Chalnkynn archttecUirc. On the outer waTls 
there ale images of .Jinaa, Yakalias ami Vakshia. This appears to be a rare featiiro 
iu Jainn temples as no such oriiamentation is found on the outer walls of other 
Imtis of this style of architecture The temple is in a good state of preaervatiou 
ihe tomb to the south-west, on wlncli an inscription was found, is what is called 'i 
sn.mmifii.minlf,jut, a square stone structure about 4 feet braid and 6 feet htirh wit}, 
lower at the top, but wailed up on all the sides with stone slabs udthout any 
opening "'h«teyty, Qne new inscription was copied at each of tile villa ^ea JitmSii 
bnlh and Kahbyfu i two were copied at mimattlgatta, three at KaiHlrayanura and 
luur at binjfihalli. ^ 
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26. W liile at Sravan I verj' much whhetl to examine the oiamiscrlpts iti 

tbo lihrarj' of the matba and also m two or three private iibrarie.^. But the work iti 
coTinection with tlie numerous inscriptions of the place was so heavy that I could 
hardly spare time for any other work. The t'audits and myself were almost 
incessantly at work both in the morning and in the afternoon, wdiile the peons were 

^ fully occupied in taking impressions of all the newly discovered iusciiptions atid of 

/ SI pood number of the old ones also. However, seeing the name of Karnataka- 

S nhiUDuiasaua in the list of maunscripts in the miifhti, I went there for a few 
minutes, and, after a great deal of persuasion, prevailed upon the Svitmi to let me 
have a look at it. The manuscript contained the vrilti only and not the learned 
commentary stjded Mavjaytniafraranda. Still, in the belief that it might be of some 
use in connection with the revised edition of the KarnA^uka^Sabdtlaiis&sana which 1 
am carr 3 *ing through the press, 1 borrowed it of the Svami. Tho only other 
manuscript that 1 had time to examine was Ilaripum^a by JinusSim, a Jaina 
author who flourished in the 8th century, I also spent a few minutea in examining 
two or three manuscripts in one Siddappa's house. 

27. During my halt at Sravan Qelgola, an elderly gentleman, Mr, James 
Brnyn Andrews by name, who came in ,i motor car on a visit to the place, called to 
see me. Mr, Bice had written to me from England that this gentleman was 
interested in nrch^logical and philosophical subjects and that he would be going to 
Southern India to see, among other places, Halebid and Sravan Belpola. He had 
also requested mo to give the gentleman any help that he might require. It appears 
Mr. Andrews made enquiries about rae at Bangalore, and, on learning that I had 
gone ou tour to Sravan Belgola, came there to see the place under ray gnidanee. 
I took him up to both the bills and showed him everything worth seeing,. He vras 
very much pleased with all that he saw and left the pkcu with Mr. Oakley who 
had accompanied him from Bangalore, This was on the lUli of klurch. I returned 
to Bangalore on the Idth, 

28. On the 20Lh of May I made a tour to Channapatna Taluk in order to 
■ examine ta the numerous Tamil inscriptions of the Taluk, especially those at 

Dodda Mai nr, Chikka Malur, Kiidalur and Malurpatna, the printed copies of many 
of which were found to be far from satisfactory. At Dodda Malur 1 inspected the 
ApramHyn, KailftsS.svai'a and BTtma temples. The first is a large temple in the 
Oravidian style of architecture with a lofty gopura. The second is in ruins. Both 
contain a good number of Tamil inscriptions, mostly of the Chola period. The 
portions known m nararanga appear to have been renovated at some time in both 
the temples; and it is to be deeply regretted that at that tinio the inscribed stones 
were in many cases displaced, altered or cut as the masons thought fit. In some 
cases the inscril>ed stones are built into the wall upside down and in others they 
are thrown away heing replaced by inscribed stones ■Trom some other temple In 
rnin-s. These vagaries have contributed to render the tack of decipherment ex¬ 
tremely di;!iciilt. I'urther, with tlie laudable object of giving more Uglit and air to 
temples, which are generally^ dark and ill-ventilated, now doorways and windows 
have of late been set up in the walls. But in doing so the middle purtioii of many 
important inserijitions has been unknowingly cut out leaving ordy a few letters on 
the sides to tell the sad tale of their former existenoe. A great service would he 
done to arch^logy if a circular is issued by Government to the effect that no temple 
or other monument in which tlierc are inscriptions should be dismantled, renovated 
or altered without giving previous intin ation to the Archmological Department. 
This precaution will tend to preserve many epigraphies I records from undeserved 
mutilation or destruction. The remarks made above in cotmection with the 
Aprainfiya and Kailastlsvara temples also apply more or less to tlie temples at 
Chikka Malur, Kudalur and Malnrpatna. Several new inscriptions were discovered 
in the Aprainl^ya and Kailasf'^vara temples, and, with much labour and patience, 
several fragmentary inscriptions were pieced together. Tiie two new inscriptions 
found oit the west ouljer wall of the garhfi‘tgt'i/iii in the latter temple have liecqrae 
almost illegible owing to the oxfoliation of the .stones on which they are engraved. 
A few Kannada inscriptions were also discoverL'il in the Apitiiufiya temple. At (ihik- 
ka Malur the KHslina, Kall6sVara and Ark^^a'vara temples were examined and a 
number of new Tamil inscriptions copied:six in the first temple and ten iii the 
second. A Tamil inscription was also discovered near the Malur bridge and another

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neaT tlie same bridge in a cocoannt gardeii to the north of the roa(L I tlion inspected 
tlie Lakslimiramaiia, NiliLkapthf^vara, Sugriva, Vlrabhadrn, Aiijttni'\va end Varndari'ija 
temples at CbannapRtna and discovered a new inscription at tJie pond known as 

Aneholii. 


29. On fiiiisliiijg my work in llalur, I left for Kcvnr and inspected on the way 
Bainlpntna, DyitViirhalli and Munkimda. At Beviir the AnjaiiOya and ArliLSvai-a 
templea were exariiined and a new inscription copied in the foriuer temple. Seven 
new inscriptions ivere found in the tank —3 on the tliree sluice.'!, 2 on both sides 
of a Etonc in the hed of the tank, 1 on a projecting stone in the south nnd tlie last, 
a fragmontury Tamil inscription, on one of the steps in the south, Tlie Tiinmappa 
and lii'iiii^viiru hills near the vilhige were ne.vt inspected. There is a large tetiiple, 
de<lic8ted to Vishnu, on the foriuer hill. Two new inscriptions wero found on 
tlie TOCk to the north of the temple. The two old daina inscriptions, Nos, 69 and 
TO of Ohannapsitna Taluk, are also engraved on the saniti rock, tlie characters 
1>emg exactly similar to those of the early epitaplis atSravaii Belgola. The exist¬ 
ence of these inscriptions here leads one to suppose that the place wns once a 
JfLina settlement. No. C9 deserves to bo protectetl from irijury, beiiu^ perhaps the 
eldest liLhic l ecord in the Baugiilore District- Of the vitlage-sm the neighbourhood, 
I inspected Muppasandradoddi, A miriahaHido<ldi, both beclimtlih villrtges, Baira- 
niiikauhalli, Kelgere and IJariL)l^alli(lodi.ii, and found some new inscriptions : one at 
the first village, two at the second and one at the Inst. On my way back to Cliikkit 
JVIalur a new Inscrijdioii was discovered on the shiicu of the tank at Mogenliaili.

fm- building a pond and for some other purpr^ses. This is much to be rer-retted, 
1 his pond la at a distance of a few yards from the temple. Mativ of ite steps 
^iiBist of disconaectml inscribed stones tukeu not only from this temple bot also 
from others of which no tmee is now left. Thus we have a mtmlier of fragments 
of sevei-fll inscriptions which it is not easy to put togellun*. After u very careful 
e.'iafuiimtion of all the fragments, 1 have, ut considerable kbour, pieced ‘ together 
a few of tliem I then visited IJongamir, Hcdukehosalli and Chakkere. At the 
firstilia go the GOpalakrishpe, kvara, LakshmidtSvi, Anjanfiya and SaptaiUiilrikEl 
temphs were examined as well as two more which were in mins.

31. Further discoveries of the year under ro]}ort were 10 inscriptions in 
Mysore : 6 in the Ijakslimjramanasvfirni temple, 3 in the Tpi^uy^ln^^va^aivAnli 
temjile and 1 in the Prasaunavenkn^ramana SvAnii temple; and 4 in Rangnlore - 
2 ill Malldsvararu, 1 near the Kncc-tlimrso and I near the Jakkarnya tank. 
There were also discovered two inscriptions in tliu Hangnloie Musemu—one on a 
palm leaf and the Ollier in Burmese characters on a Uuriiiesc bell. A photo of the 
latter was sent to Mr. Taw Sein Ro, Archa^logical Bnperintendent oi Burma, who 
has very kindly deciphered it for me. 

32. A nuMiber of new copper plate inscriptions was also obtained during the 
year. They are si-t in tiuiiiber, relating tn tlie CfiAliikya, Hoy&ala, Vijayaniigar ami 
Mysore dynasties and miiging in point of time from th’a Stli century to"the closj of 
the 17tli. A few details nl>ont them are given below :—

33. Altogether the number of new inscciptiona discovered during tlieyear was 
525, of which 370 were in the llassnn District, 112 in ihe Biingiilore District, 15 in rhe 
Chitiddrug District and 1 in the Kolar District. According to the cliaractevs in wliich 
they are inscribed, 61 are in Tuniil, 43 in Nagari, 15 in Gujarati, 2 in Persian, 1 ench 
in Telugii, Staliiyalam and lliiniiese, and the rest in Kaiuiiulu. In almost every 
vilhige that was vbited the printed inscriptions were checked by a careful comparison 
with the originals. Gomplet© and accurate cojues have tliiis been procured of a 
large number of inscriptions printed in the Hitssan, Bangalore and Oliitaldiutg 
volumes. 


34. tn November last a number of photograplis of insci iptiona which had been 
mi iced up with papers in the Venmeuiar recoptls of the Seervtsiriat were sent to me 
for dectphcnneiit. On exnmtiialion the photographs were found to represent 
inscriptions in all, 12 on stone and 7 on copper plates, of which 17 are already 
printed in the llassan volume. The reinaitiing two inscriptions, one on stone and 
the other on copper plate.s, were new. TTe former was ton nincli effaced to make 
anything out of it, A tninscript and an English translation of the latter were sent 
to Government ns desired, 

35. It is interesting to note that Padmaraja Pandit., the Jaiiia Pandit, of my 
Office, who made a tour to Northern India last year, discovered a Ktmnnda iiiscrip' 
tion ill such a far-off and unlikely place as Bhavanagar in Kathiavar. It is engraved 
on the pedestal of the image of Chandranatha on the upper floor of the Jaiiia 
temple in the Hum a street near the Gogo gate, and is dated in 1541 A.D, it 
records that the image was caused to be made by one KAvnpri NAynka, who was 
the servant of a iniiiister of Krislma-Dcva-BSya of Vijayaiiagar. Padraaraja Fujidit 
has also brought a list, together with a few extracts fTOm some, of the Jaitia tnanii- 
seripts found in the Jaina temple located in Set Manikchand Fanachand’a house iw 
Bombay. One of these niamii.^cilpts, named L>>l‘a^nt^b(hJ(I, is very vahuible as it, 
enables ns to determine the period of the Pallava king Simhavarma. 

30. In the month of May 53 gold coins were received from lliB Secretariat for 
examination. They were examiued and found to consist of Vijayauagar coios of 
Krishua-Deva-Riiya and Ikkeri coins of Sada&ivn-Nayuka. A report on them was 
^ubiaitted to Government, 

37. The iuannscri|)t of Sivananjogauda’s whioli 

sent by tlio Miutmi Secretary with a request that necessary corrections and ahersi- 
tioiis might be made in it, was corrected and sent to the press.

36. In cjiiiiection with the revised edition of the Sravan Eelgohi volume, the

copied and got ready for tlie press, ^ 

a9. The printing of the revised edition of liie Karmitaka-S’abdanu-'fisana haa 
Tnade very slow progress owing chiefiy to the delay in the press. The progress was 
even slower than in the year previous, only 32 pages having been printed during 
tlie year under report. ^ 

4Q, The General and Bevenue Secretary, the Jnspector-Gcneral of Education 
and the Assistant Trivate Secretary fco His Highness the Maharaja sent a number of 
Xfmiiada books for review. These books^ about 35 in uutuber, wore reviewed and

41. The work in connection w ith the preparation of a Geiierel index to the 

volumes of the Epigraph is (’arnatica ha^ made good progress. All tho volumes 
have been indexed and the slips, about 125,000 in number, are being arranged 
alphabetically, ® 

42. 1 he Pliotograpber and Dranghtsinan took photographs of several copper 
plates and stone inscriptions and prepared fac-similes of them. He also prepared 
a few pliitea for illustrating the revised edition of the Era van Bolgola volnme. 
Iransfer copies of the Exhibition certificate for 1908 were prepared by him and the 
])rmtiug of the certificates supervised. He accompanied mo on tour bo tho Ilassan 
and Cliitaldmg Districts and took photographs of many buildings and articles of 
archmological interest. He also took a number of pencil sketches of the temples 
at Arsikere, Hanmhalli and Koramangala for the architectural portfolio, and made 
some corrections in the former plates by a close comparison with the originals. 

l^ie Architectural Draughtsman prepared a few drawiiige for illua*tratiug the 
revised editum of tiie Sravan Belgola volume and made sketches of some articles 
of arcliaeological interest. He also traced a few plates iliustmting the Kcd5rA;v!ira 
temple at UuIebHL

He may perhaps be 
identical with the Go^ of Cbnkikya lineage mentioned in Mysore 37, whose period 
is about 080 A.D. 

To the same period may belong an inscription on a piojcetiiig stone in the south 
of the tank at Bevnr, Chan'uapatua Taluk. It is in old clniracters with the figure of 
a boar, the Chalukya erc&t, sculptured at the top. Its contents arc merely the 
imprecatory verse svatiaiiam^ etc., with the name Bhnvana^nktl-bhnliira at the cud, 
Tlie latter may have been either the donor or the donee, and pei hapa a member of 
the KrdAimikha sect.

57. An mscriptioii on a irtniAia/ at Kahbii|u near Srsivaii Belgola appears to be 
the earliest of the Gmign records. It telle us that in the 15th year of the coronalioti 
of SatjariVkya Pernmnadi, one Bidiclmjta, son of Maltiyara-Bftvayja, fought and fell 
during a cattle raid. The king mentioned is probably SatyavAkya llachiinmlla 
Permanadi 11 who began to rule in 870 A.D., and the date of the record woiihl be 
884 A.D. The seulptuitja on this fififi'd/ are rather curious : a man is seen in the act 
of cutting off the head of another with a sword, the herd of cattle he rescued Ijoing 
also represented at bis side.

^7, A nutnber of iDScriptioQS of tte Chola period was copied sii Dodda Malur^ 
Kudalur, Malurpatna aod Jiaau&tliapura near SfaTan Bolgola. A few of iheni are 
complete^ but the majot'ity are fragineotat'y owing to tlie inscribed stones having 
been displaced or removed when, renovuting portions of the temples at the above 
places. In a few instances inscribed stones brought from other places have been, 
built into the -walls of some of the above temples. All the records are in Tamil 
except one -which is in Kannada. 

YiJmjdia.'ya, 

08. A fragmentary inscription on one of the -western steps of the pond at 
Kudalur mentions the Chola king Vijayutaya. It consists of only one line without 
either beginning or end, and seems to tell ns as far as it goes that Yijayfilaya had 
long arms and sword -worthy of ? Fattanippara-nAdan and resided at the city of 
KAdal. As these statements are not found in the historical introductions of tho 
inscriptions of other Chola klngs^ wo may perhaps suppose that this is an inscription 
of his, though the fragmentary nature of the record prevents us fi'Om drawing 
definite conclusions in the matter. Vijay&laya was the gra ad father of Para n taka 1, 
-who came to the throne in 907 A-D. If the fragment is really of V'ijayalaya’a 
time, its period would be about 870 A.D. It would thus be the earliest Chola in¬ 
scription in the Province, the earliest hitherto known being Mulbagal 203, o£ 9S5, 
dated in the 29th year of the reign of Par^ntaka I.

69. Two records of this king were copied on the south base of the Xariynni 
temple at Malurpatna, Channapatna Talnk. Oae of them is dated in the 23rd year 
of the king’s roign, i.e., in 1007 A.D., the year in -which, according to the other 
inscriptions of the place, the god of the temple, named dayangoniJi-S ola-Yipnagar- 
itlvar after Rajarija I, one of whose titles was Jayaiigonda-S ola, was set up. After 
tiie usual historical introduction, in which the king’s coiitiuesta of Vengai-nfi^n, 

Garigapudii, K ulambapitgli, Taijigaivali, Kudamalai-nadii, Kollam, Kalingam, Jla- 
manSdam and the Irattapadi 8even-and-a half lakh country are mentioned, the 
epigraph proceeds to say that in the 23rd year of the reign of S^ri-Kdv-Irdjai'rtja- 
ke.'^aripanmar aliens R'rt-Riijariija*D6var, AyyapoliMetti and^ other citirjens of 
Nigarili-fi'dlapiirnm, -which was a portion of Maijalftr in Kilalai-nadu of GangapA^h 
pigged themselves to supply certain quantities of rice, oil, vegetables, curds, ghee, 
etc., for the god of their city, Jayangom|a-S'bla-Vini.iagiir-alvfir. In the other in- 
scripticn, which also contains a similar historical introduction and is probably dated 
in the same regnal year, the menabers of the assemlily of,.. .chaturvedimaflgalam, 
having assembled in the temple, made a grant for the (^d. This record is much 
worn out and incomplete, lu the modern name of the village Slahir is a corruption 
of Mamlhr.

7-2. An inscvi|)tiou on the west outer a'aU of the garhhti-griha of tbe Kailiistj- 
svarn temple at Dodda Malur, records a grant to the temple, during the rule of 
b i.laiyiir Ai l-S''f)l®-Ganga-Dcvrtt‘, l>y the members of the grent assembly of iiiljcudra- 
simha-cbaturvfdimangalain in Ki1alai..niii^u. The inscription is mostly worn out and 
the regnal year is effaced altogetlier. A grant is also made by the same persons 
to the torn [lie of HajL-ndrasimlm-i^Viirani-ndaiyar, which is stated to be in their vil¬ 
lage. Tlie Cliola-Gauga uientioneil liGi'e as the ruler is apparently the eldest sou of 
Kulbttitnga I. He was perli&ps the Cli6la viceroy in Idysore before lie wasap[K>Int- 
ed tis the ruler of Vengi in J064 A, D. There was also among the Kalinga Ganges 
a Chiila-Ganga who was anointed king of Tvikalingn in 1073 A. D, But it is not 
probable that lie is referred to in ibis Tamil inscription.

73. There are numerous recoitls of the Iloysala period beginning in the teign 
of Vislnninvardbana and ending in the reign of Ballala HI, covering a period of 
nearly SOO years from 1117 to 1313 A. D, Though the reigning king is not niLtned 
in some of these, there cannot be much doubt about the period to wliiob they belong. 
The inscriptlous will be considered in chronological order. 

74, There are six inscriptions of this reign. Of these, the one on <lie car- 

liho structure in front of Terina-basti on the smaller hill at Sravan Belgola, is 
perhaps the earliest, being dated iii 1U7 A. D. The car-like structure perhaps 
represents ivhat the Jainiis call a imtuhifti. The ioscription, which is throughoot 
in verse, says that there were two royal mercluints {rtijd-iioshihigaf} named 
Poysaiu-setti and NVmi-setti, who were the abodes of Jina-dliamia, at the court of 
king l^oysaia; that their mothers, Macbikabbc and SAntikabbe, who were devoted 
dainas, caused n Jaina temple and a monflara to be built, took from Bbtinu- 

ktrti-miini and became famous in the Mllasangha and Design-giiua; and that the 
two merchants, in honor of the occasion, caiiaed special ’worship to be offered to 
Jina ami arranged for the feeding of Jaiua gurus. The temple built by the ladies 
is no doubt the Tcrina-basti and the the car-like ornamental stone struc¬ 

ture on which the inscription is engraved. Another inscription of Vishniivardhana 
is enslaved on a rock to the south-west of Jinnniitlinpnra near Sravan Belgola. It 
is mostly worn out. From it we learn that the king's senior ihn4iniih/itl-af svthni- 
th-Mr.i-^kamtn Gangapayja, made Jinanathapura at Bclgula tirflKt, A grant also 
appears to have been made by him witli the king's permission. It is curious that 
iho.inscription ends thus :-Tlie arrow shot by Drohagharatta- Perhtips the mark 
of an arrow was made for his signature, though no such marie is notv visible.

Thoxigli 
not tlateU, the record inuy be assigned to nbont l il" A. D, Two more inscriptirmss 
of tlie same hing, one in Tauiii on one of the southern steps of the Jjeviir tank ami 
the other iu Kiiimathi on a rock in Syed Baheb’s bsickynrd at Sravau Belgola, ere 
fragmentary ami give only the name of the king. The remaining two inscriptions 
are of some iiiiportance as they give an account of Gangaraja’s exploits. One of 
them is on e. stone to the west of Hiahm&dfva ‘Hiantopa on the larger hill nt Brnvan 
Belgohi and the other on a stone at Ssinvhalli near the some village, Jlotli of them 
are similar to i^ravan Belgola No. PO in their descriijflcm of Gangaiajirs greatness 
and hia victory over the Chola feudatories. But the inscription st Sai^vhalli, which 
is dated lllO A. D., gives ns the additional information iliiit Gdvimlavfi<ji, which 
Gangavaja received from Vislmuvarclhana, was granted fer tho worship not only of 
Gommatfi hut also of Pniivad^va and Kiik kite's vara.

Baichaja gives us 
here and there some of hia titles while Malitamma contents himself with merely 
giving his name without any epithets. Among the titles of the former may be men- 
tioncd “a thiinder-bolb to the mountain of hostile titled sculptors” and“a spear to th© 
head of titled architects/' His name occurs in four places while that of Matitamma 
IS engraved in Iti places.

* Of the records of tliis king, the most interesting is a copper plate in¬ 
scription, a photo of which was received from the Secretariat, It is dated in 1279 
A. D, and consists pvegiimably of three plates. It tells us that the Hoyaala king 
binrasimha HI granted the revenues of the village of iiabbfi,!©, Arkalgud Taluk, for 
the pavmenfc, by the pilgrims from all parts of India residing in Benares, of the 
tax levied on them by the Turushkas, and for certain services in the temple of 
the god Visvcftvara.

87. Two fragmentary Tamil iuacriptions at tlie Kudaliir pond, dated in 
1313 A. D., record grants of land to some temple by RAma-gavu^iJan’s son MMatoa- 
gaTundan and the waAdjcnas {of Kudalur) respectively. In the latter, Adiyuma- 
Yoitt&ptii'a-prcivf s'oi-^iif'ika) t. c, the shewer to Adiyaina of the way to T'ama a city, is 
used as one of the titles of Balhiia III. Another Tamil inscription in the Chan^Ai- 
vari temple at Malnrpatna, dated in 1307 A. D., records a grant of land by Kava- 
dAvarasar to Nilakantha-dAvar, son of SatyAnanda-svami. This Ntlakantha-dAvar is 
also mentioned in Uliannapatna S9 and 97a. An inscription at Jiiiamithapnra near 
Sravan Belgcla, which tells us that, by order of Singynpa-nAyaka's son, (jiiruvapa, 
Sovapa and other pnibha^ of Bekka granted some land to ChAmundaraja-basti, may 
also be assigned to this reign.

88. There ia only one record of this dyunsty. It is a worn-out inscription on a 
viTfikdl near IJovikere at ilassan, tcUitig us that during the rule of AluhAdAvarasa a 
relative of NAitipabdva fell in battle.

89 There are only a tew inscriptions of the Vijayanagar period, beginning in 
the reign of Harihara H and ending in the reign of Vii-a-N"aiwmha, covering a 
period of only 80 years from 1383 to 14C3 A. D. One of them is a copper plate 
inscription of Vira-Narasimha. 

Harihara II, 

90, There are only two records of this reigD, one copi^ in the Ram^svars 
temple at Kanianathpur, Arkalgud Taluk, and the other at jJairApnra, Molakaltnuru 
Taluk. The former, dated 1383 A. D., recoi-ds the grant by Kanya MAyanna, 
a servant of Harihara H, of certain taxes to provide for the offerings of vi™, 
perpetual ’ lamps, unguents, etc., for the gods KAmanAtha and GdpinAtha ; and the 
latter, the grant by Harihara II of the villages of Maligaupdanahalli and Husaba^- 
halU for the god BhairaTadfiva of Luiike, 

91 In the last year’s Report {para 55) it was stated in connection with VidyA- 
ranya that, in case th'e explanation of the origin of the names SAyann and SVTmaP 
was not deemed satisfactory, the only other alternative would be to postnkite the 
existence of two Madlmva-mantris, the one, the son of Jbijiipa and 8 riniati, and the 
other, the son of Cliaviip(Ja and MAclvambikA, both of whom not only lived at about 
the sarno time and were also renowned a.s Vpanifhaik-miirga^piovaTiokas, Tho two 
works tlmt were relied on as giving Siyapa as the name of lladhava s Esther were 
the Sarvafkrs'amsangrdia and the DlimmitL But it is now found tliat 
PHtra printed on page S of the introduction to the Mysore edition of the Dkm^ 
vriiti is a mistake for Mthjana-pntra ; so that there is left only one solitary work 
which gives 8&yana as the name of Madlmva’s father, while all the others. incliKlmg 
oven the newly discovered manuscript of Siyapa a AhmHia-suMMht descriiied m 
the last year’s Et'poH (para S3), imanimously give it as -Mayapa. There can, there¬ 
fore, be no doubt as to ilAyiipa being the real name of Madliava s father and con- 
setpiently the derivation of Sayapa from Chavnpda, though plausible, does not 
serve any asefii I purpose^ 

Besides the diftereoce in the names of their respective parents, thero are also a 
few other facts which bend to suppodi the view that there were two AlAdliava-mautns. 
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We mfij call one of them Maya^-MAdhava and the other ChavumJa-MadUava. 
The formei’ was of the BhAradvaia-g6tra (see Pards(ira-MtWtavi>/u); the latter, of the 

Angirasa-gatro (iihikarpur 281), la most of the works of the former Vidyatlrtha 
is mentioned as his guru ; while the latter had for his guru a S'niTa teacher mmod 
KriyAsakti (Soiab 375 and Shikarpur 28l). As Chavim^-jVIadhava is said (Shikar- 
pur 281) to have conquered the country on the western coast {AptirdiU<ivishai/u-j4t(i)f 
the conquest of Goa, referred to in the Goa plates, has to bo attributed to him alone. 
MAyana-Madhara, a tannydsi and a writer on the Dharimsdsteir^ could never liave 
exchanged the mendicant’s staff for the sword. He does not appear to have ever 
been a warrior, though there is evidence to show that his brother Say aria waa (see 
last year’s Report, para 83), 

^MadViava, the author of the Sarvudarsana-nangraku, gives his father’s name a® 
SAyana and calls himself Sayana-Madhava. HotiV is this disci^paacy to he explained^* 
It can perliapa be explained by supposing that the author of this ivork was not 
HAyana-itndhava but a different ?tlAdhava who was the son of his younger brother 
Sayana. \To learn from Silyana’s Abinkura^smikdTiidki that lie had a son named MAyaya. 
In an inscription of the ArulAla-porumal temple at Conjeeveram (i^pL hid, HI llB). 
consisting of a verse addressed to Bajana, which gives the names of his parents, 
brothers and patron, MAyana appears to be used in the place of Mudhava. in case this 
reading is correct, wa may suppose that ^Adhava, the antbor of the iJfirmdo’Sfla®” 
iattgmka, was Mftyana, the son of Sayana. Further, in the Sijrmtlarmiut-stingraha is 
quoted a verse dravytidraBya~pr<ibhe<tdt, &c„ from the Tatlm-viiddtUMdpa of VcdAntA- 
chArya who. according to tradition, was a contempoi'ary of AIAvana-MAdliav.T,. It is 
not uQ^asoniiblo to suppose that nt leasts generation would he required for ViduntA- 
chArya's work to get cni-rency so as to be quoted by others. Vialiuu-SiirvajTia, most 
probably tlio same as Sarvajfia.Vishnu, was the giini of SAyaiia fwL III. 118) 
He may also have been the guru of SAjana’s son MAdhava or'MAyarm, which would 
accQUDt for his at the beginning of the ■ft'ork.

96. An interesting Bttvvad on plain leaf, issued by Sivappn-Niiyaka of Ikkfiri 
under liis own signature, was found in th^ Bangalore Museum. Its date may be 
about lliSO A. D. it refers to two former nitutm issued in 1616 and 1633 A, D, 
aud tells us that as the vole (order ou palm leaf) formerly issued with instructions 
that it should be returned after entry in the ailiialtoea's kudita bad been lost, tho 
present vole was issued instead. It appears one Liugiibhatta was enjoying certain 
lands as the archek of the Nai’tiyana, Tirumaladfiva and Hanuraanta temples in the 
fort of Haranimlli. Bubsequently an order was issued by Sivappa-Kayaka that no 
Smartas should Im the tirchtiks in Vishnu temples, and, ou Lipgiibhn(4£i agreeing to 
employ a Vaishnava Brahman for the place of urcfuik in tho above temples, he was 
allowed to enjoy the lands with certain conditions.

97. An inscription on the rock to the south of the MalleAvara temple at 
Mallesvuram, Bangalore, records that, on the application of the mahcLiuidii of 
Beiigiiluru, EkOji-Haya granted M^daianitigaiiahalh as a mdwyo for the god ilalli- 
kai junii of Mnllapura. The date given is the year Baumya, i. c. 1069 A. D. This 
epigraph is interesting as it informs us that Mallesvaram had the almost identical 
name of Mailapura about 250 years before the extension ivas formed with its 
pre.scut name, that the temple was in csisience before 1669 A. D. and that at this 
time Ekkoji, the brother of SivAji, was in posaesaiou of Bangalore. The village 
granted is at a distance of about a mile to the east of Mallcsvaranii Bangalore, 
among other places, had been granted as a jdytt’ to Shahji, fatlicr of Ekkoji, by the 
J3ijapur king.

107. A word may hero be said about the large number of inscriptions in Na- 
garl characters wiicli wore copied on the larger hill at Sravao BelgoJa, They are 
about 30 in numberi ranging in point of time from 1488 to 1841 A.D. They record 
the visits to tlie place of pitginms from Northern India in some northern venmcii- 
lar. Twenty-two of them are dated in the S'aka era and six in tJic Sam vat or Vikra- 
ma era. In four of thent reference is made to tlie Eushbha-snnghn. In a work called 
Sanuif/itbiiusha'K^ by Indranandi, the name K^h^ha-saiigha occurs In the following 
verse :™

The date of Sr. Bel. No. 119 was found to be Saiuvat 1719 and not 1119. 'Of 
the Gujarati inscriptions, ten are dated in the Sam vat ci'a, the dates ranging from 
1555 1786 A.D. 

IQB. Of the seven inscriptions in Grautha and Tamil cliaractois on some of the 
images in the wifdAa at ISvavau Belgola, three are dated in Imh the Mahiivlra and 
S'alta eras. Mahavira 2519 is said to correspond to S'aka 1778. The dates of the 
inscriptions range from 1857 to about l!?80 A, D, Three of them are in the San¬ 
skrit language and four in Tamil. Among the donoi's may In? mentioned Dhara- 
n^ndra-^stri of Kumbhak5na, Padiinmiya of IvuLi^a, Padinrivutiyamiiiill of MciiiiAr- 
kfivd and AppAviv-^rAvakar of Taiijomigiiram (Taiijore). In two of the record s it 
is stated that Belgn}:! was renowned as the southern JCasi ami that the gifts wi re 
made at the instance of SaiiinatLsiigara-varni, the cliief disciple of ChArnklrti-paiidit- 
ficliArya. 

3 EXCAVATIONS, 


100. An flceoiint of the excavations conducted at CliitalHriig and of the 
articles unearthed was given in paras 12 and 13 iil>ovc. According to Ijiidltioii an 
ancient city called Chandra vail i wris situated luiiiirdltitely to the north-west of 
Chitaldrug. Curioiialv sliaped eaithenware vessels and le;ul coipis have frequently 
been found on the site after heavy rains. Some of the vessels and piec- s of pottery 
dug up during the excavations are decorated with hauils and rings, and others bear 
oraamental devices in svhat looks lite red enamel and are neatly polished and 
glazed. Mr. J. II. Marshall, Director-rjeneiiil of Ai‘c]jieoli)gy, to whom only a few 
pieces were sent for iti.s|ii‘ctkni, kindly writes—‘“One piece is worth noticing ns 
being similar to pottery found in some prehistoric graves in the Nilgirls and else¬ 
where. None of tlie pottery is eiiamelled but some specimens are a niaci- 

laginons gum having appaieutly been used for the purpose."

The specimen^ of the latter class boar on the obverse the figure of Siva holding 
tbe trident in the right hand and the antelope in the left with Piirvati seated ou hia 
left thigh, while on the roverse tboie is the legend SVf-SrtJdsVt'o in 2 or 3 
horizontal lines in Kagari characters. This obverse, which was derived from the 
coins of Uarihara, Dfiva-Haya and Sfidil^iva-Kiiya of Vlpjanagar, waa also adopted 
subseqiientlj by Uyekr and KiisUna-Haja-Odeyar III of Mysore. It is of SDqie 
antiquity being found in the TinneveHy coins of tim Korkai king KarikMa, who 
ruled in the early part of tlio l2th century. That these coins do not belong to 
Sada4iva^ii4ya of Vijnyauagiir is clear fram the absence of the epithet PraUipa on 
the reverse. 

4 MANUSCRIPTS. 

112. Of the manuscript works examined or obtained during the year under 
report, reference nms already made (para 35) to LfiLaviblnigti, a Sanskrit work 
treating of Jain a cosmography by Si mil iiaftri, an author who Honrished in the 5th 
century A.D, The work is of special interest and value as it enables ns to fi.v the 
period of the Pallnva king Sinihavaruia. In one of the verses at tlie close of tlie 
work, giving the date of its composition, the author has also given the correspond¬ 
ing regnal year of king Simhavanna of Kanchi. The verso runs os follows

We 111 us learn that the S'uka year 360 was the 22ud year of Siiuhavarma's reign. 
In oth.jr words, he began to rule in S’aka 350, {.n., in 137 A.D, An important jKjint 
is thus gained tii regard lo Pallavu chronology. 

Of the other n3annscri]its, Mndlijetjashiaka is a short Kannada poem by Iliiriliara, 
a groat \[iiu^dva poet, who flourished in the middle of the J2th century../7niitd/uiru- 
shnfpnJi is a Kannada work, wi'itten in the li}ifimuit‘>tlui{f)tiiii, by the Jaina author 
K5tUvarU'kavi of biiiuigUapura. The work, which gives an acnounb of Jivandharu, 
wns written ut the iustaiicc of i^ai'igaraii, king of SangUapnra. It may belong to 
the loth century. StvdudihAih'Achfira-nirv^ii'rtt is a Sanskrit work ou the duties and 
observaucjs of the S'fidrai by Uhikka'Djva-llaja-OdByar of Mysore (paras lOO and 
lOl), At the beginning aud the close of the work a lengthy account is given of the 
several conquests of the king. A manuscript in the (Jriya charuc:tors and language, 
which was remive I for exatiiinaiion, was found to contain ii paraphrase, iti the 
form of aongs, of the lltii of the BhigEivata'piirattEi,
